Perſia, to the Marriage of his Siſter Piera, to the Emperours 
Sonne Deloratw. How he was cnamoued of ( cnftantvre : and 
returned into Aris. 


N ancient King named Pius, ruled the Land of 
Aſſyria in great peace: as well Foztunate by the 
lone of his Subjcets, and other outward bleſſings. 
as with two faite childzen a Donne anda Daugh- 
ter, that after his death ſhoulbſuccadin that Em⸗ 
5 pire. And by reaſon Age was now ſo much growne - 
vpen hun, that he found himſelfe wearied,and vnabl. toerercaſs the 
cars that belongeth to the geuernment of io mighty a Nation; alſa 
beholding in his @onne,moze then ozdinarp grauitr, and ſo fozward 
a minde to bertue, as that he might well commit a watter ofſuch 
waight to his care: he determined to giue him elfe to reſt, which 
well agreed with his Age, and therefoze cauſed a{l the Peeres of his 
Land to be aſſembled. | 
Which being effected, and all ſet in Parliament, the old King 
vttered his minde ; which was, to eſtabliſh his Sonne per ſicles in 
the Uingdome. The Peres befoze that, as well by common re- 
pe2t, as of their owne experience, hauing perfect knowledge of his 
mamfold vertues,gaue their generall conſents : And ſo Perſicles 
within few daxcs was crowned King. 
P1us hauing effected this actoꝛding to his mind, pet could not be

at quiet vntill he had p2euideda mariage fozhis daughter, beũtting 
her eſtate. To further which god intent, it foztuncd that Delo- 
tcatus don and hey to the ing of Pcrfia, hearing of Picraes beau⸗ 
te (foz ſs was the called) came into the Country of Alyzia, and by 
long ſute, at laſt obtained her god will, and her fathers conſent : 
being aCured fo her in the pꝛelence of moſt of the Peres, but fo; 
chat certaine conditions were to be raitfiedbythe Ming his Father, 
the ſolemmization of the marriage was deferred vntil that was per- 
tozmed: and fog that time ſhould not be long pꝛetraded, which 
D.loratus with earneſtneſſe haſtened. Perſicles watt the conſent 
of his Father, accompanied his Siſter Pic a into Perfia, attended 
by a number of gallant Kntghts,as well to ſc the conditions rati⸗ 
lied, and the marriage perfogmed, as alſo to doe Deloratus honour. 


Aftsr their de parturs, they within few dayes arrived in the King- 


dome of Perſia, where Perſicles and Picra were moſt hcnourably 
entertained by the olde King Torlilus, and the conditions ra- 
tified. 

The @olemnization of the marriage was deferred foz certaine 
dayes,foz that the Jating of Merſta determined ts haue the ſame per - 
fozmed with great pompe, whether he inuited many of his Netgh- 
bouring Ninas, as of Arabia, atolia, and Theſialia. Che knights 
of Perſta made pꝛepatation to attend the Bzidegrome in great 
ropalty. 

Perſicles being in the Perſian Court, hearing what Gallants 
were likely to be at the wedding, p2opared moſt rich Oznamente 
againſt that dar, detetmining not to be the laſt in tryail of his vas 
Jour at the Tilt. The pzefixed day being come, the King of Ara- 
bia, Aatolia, Thelalia, and mamother Pzinces of great Eftate, 
with them were arriued, and the City was filled with ſuch a num⸗ 
ber of &mights and Gallants, chat there was ſcarce rome therein ts 
containe thom. To recite cuery particular cf thepz entertatne- 
ments, greetings, riches, and what gallant Ladies were with 
them, would be ouer-tedious : but inbziefe , there was ſuch rop- 
all entertainment as befitted ſuch Jerſonages, and (ſuch a multi⸗ 
tude ef rate ſhe wet, and fine deuices, as might euery way plcaſe a 
gurious beholder. | 


The Parriage being paſt, the ſumptuous Wanquets ended, 
any

and and the e Cttates ſet to behold the Tilt: The firſt that entered the 
Lilts, was a PerGan Duke, named Oiunus, gallantly mounted 
anda man of godly popoztion: After whom, followed the tet 
of the Perſtinumgyts , who were all Challengers againſt all 
ſtrangers that caaie co make tryall of their GWalour. Next cams 
the aduerſe part, the foꝛemoſt of which was Perſicles, wh: appea⸗ 
ted in Aichne le, accoꝛdi:g to the dignity of his place, being King 
of lo mighty a Country as Alyzia : whoſe light led the beholders 
in admiration of his euident perfections. After whom followed 
Nonlus Pꝛinte of Aatolia, and after him a number cf moſt gal- 
laut Kaights,ſs richly adozned,as would haue peiſwad: da cowards 
m_ .reant to haue become valiant ; whoſe particular deſcription 

vmit. 

As Perſic les was chiefe of the aduerſe part, and Duke Oſimus 
of the Pergans, ſo they two beganne the enconnt.r, bzeaking of 
ſtaues with erceding valour: but Oſimus entending ts winne ths 
chiefeſt honour,foz that he waseſtemed the bet Knight in Perſla, 
had paouided ſtaues of tough Mod, Which would not fart with 
an ealie encounter: one of which he take, and ranne the fourth 
ume at per ſicle, who vnpꝛouided of ſuch an vnerpected aſſaultwas 
cuerturned: and his ted tumbling, fell vpon him, that with 
the fail he foz a time remained without ſence, The King of Pers 
i i and the reft, being excxving:y afraid that he was ſlaine, came 
rtuuuing off the ©caffolds to take him vp, carrying him fu 2th of the 
Liſts,to be vnarmed; 4mongft the reft, his ſiſter Piera vſed her 
vtterm it diligence to recouer him, with whom lihewile, were a 
nun ei of gallant Ladyes to aſſiſt tet: hut chic iy the Nugne of 
Perſta, aud her poungeſt Daughter Conſtant ia, 1s moze regarding 
hun, by reaſon he was Bꝛother to Picra, and moſt of all lamented 
bis n ut ap. 

Perlicies finding himſelfe ſomewhat tecoue red, at the fir ſt ope- 
ning his eres, fart them on (onſtantin, which by 1ea'on Hee was 
no: fully re'2:11;d, ud fill fixt vpon the Hr obj., as it were with 
affcmioa..te e..rneſtnclic, which cauſed an exc e ding biulh toriſe is 
her chekes. 

Vat. ow ing uch anamber about him, he was am13ed, & halfe 
aſhamed of this fople, ſa vd: beſæch you lane ike to m eite:and — 
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the velt of the Turnament,foz J haue ns harme.With that he ſtar- 
ted vpon his fert, and fe tching a dæpe ligh departed, They were all 
exceding glad ot his ſaiety ; and ſo leauing him to be attended hy 
his owne Knights, they departed to the Scaffolds,andagaine toke 
their places to behold the relt of the Turnament. 

Perlicles was exceedingly vered, that he had receiued ſuch a diſ- 
grate, and in the pꝛeſence of iuch an honozable aſſembly:moſt of all. 
fo2 that he vnde tod Olimus intent:pʒeſently buckled on one of his 
Knights Armezs, and mounting himſelle, entred the Lifts againe : 
by which time, the Tilt was almolt ended, and the Perſian Ktights 
bare away the pzt3e;but Periicles then vaknowne, ſtod ready at the 
Races endfoz the next encounter ; againſt whom a Perſian Knight 
tan, but ſo farre to his di:grace, that he tumbled with his heles vp- 
wards. With that every one began to wonder what he ſhould be, 
and the people gaue au excæding ſhout: with that the other Perſian 
met with him, whoſe foztune was much like the fozmer, Foz his 
Stad tumbling with the ſtrength of the Encounter, they both fell 
downs. A Anight of Perſia who that day had wonne great honoꝛ by 
his valoz.ſ&ing that, woulo needs be the next to met him, thinking 
to ronenge his Countrymans diſgrace : but at the firſt race he could 
not perfozme it, foz they paſt by without any other oddes, but bꝛea⸗ 
king their ſt aues molt gallantty. And ruuning againe the Perſians 
Foztune was ſo bad, that he was ouerthzowne. By this time the 
day was ended, and the Judges ready to depart : but Oſtmus intrea 
ted that he might bzeak one ſafe with the ſtrager, which theygran- 
ted. Whom Ycrlicles well knew, reſolutely determined fo giue 02 
take the fople;both of them meeting with luch terro that the Earth 
teemed to ſhake,and Oſimus( not with ſtanding all his ſtrength ) was 
by Perſicles ouerthzowne,to ſalue his honoꝛ, and requite his diſcour- 
telle. With th it the people gaue ſuch ſhouts, as made all the Pal⸗ 
lace ring with the ſound. And Perſicles diſcauered himſe lie, which 
made euer one retoyce, and wonder at his valour. 

Perlicles being vnarmed, accompanied the ing of Perſia, Nato- 
lia, and the reſf, hauing that day wonns ſuch honour as made him 
moze highly eſtæmed: and comming to ſalute his ifter Piera, hee 
ſuddenly eſpyed Conſtantia : thinking he had befoze ſeene that ſweet 
countenance,but he could not remember where which caſt him into

ſuch a dee pe ſtudp, that he almoſt fozgat hi mſelſe. after he had ſalu⸗ 
ted the teſt he tame to Conſtant ia, to whom he ſuxd . Faire Lady ei⸗ 
ther J haue beheld pꝛur Beautv, and thatſwet countenance in ſome 
other Countt ep, oʒ in ſome viſion, foz my mind perſwadeth me, J 
fculd perfealy know you:fo2 J am fure this is not the firſt time J 
haue ſxre pou, which maketh me thus bold to demand df whence 
you are, il it be not offenſiue vnts pon... Dir (repiyed Conftancia ) it 
may be, J am but an impertea ſhadow of her you ſo petfediꝝ rem ĩ⸗ 
ber; foz vntill this day J neuer ſaw you, which maketh me ſuppoſe, 
ycu doe but take an occaſion of courſe to commend me that deſerne 
no (uch matter, neithet ſhall you offend me t noz I deny to ſhew mp 
Birth, being Daughter to the ing of Perſia, but foz many peates 
bzought vp in Arabia, Pardon my boldneſe( quoth Perſicles ) 
would not offeud vou, neither doe J thinke you a ſhadow, but a per- 
fect ſubſtante, and not to reſemble any but pour ſelfe : foz there can 
be no Beauty that excelleth pours,which mine epes befoze this time 
haue beheld:azelſe Nature it ſelfe hath umpzintedin my hart an ef- 
ſentiall infting of deyotion thereto, which perſwadeth me to this 
boldnefſe:therefo:e J humbly deſire pou not to iniſconceiue me,ndz 
et&me me of ſs rude a diſpoũ tion, as toſpeake otherwiſe then ny 
heart thinketh : and to account ot me as one that earneſtly defireth 
tobe better acquainted with vou, and will indeauoz to make you a- 
mends fo2 any offence ginen,offering my ſelfe and all that is mine, 
to be af your diſpoſition : which ſaid, he left off further ſpech,foz he 
ſaw others attend to heare whathe ſaid. 

At night Conſtantia being in her pziuate Chamber, called to ce - 
vitb2ance Perſicles ſpæches, which made het maruel why he hould 
lap, he had befoze that ſen her, which ſhe knew could not be: butrs- 
membzing how carneſtlyhe beheld her that day, when he was ſcarce 
cemaed ſrb his trance, ſhe thought that ſight might bꝛerd ſuch a per: 
ſwaſion in him, which was lo indeed : withall, che called to mind, 
his comelinelle, va lour, e tate, and courtefie, which the had befoze 
noted: all which remembzances made her ſo much fo:gebalt other 
thoughts that a great part of the night was vaawarss ouerpatit; < 
aſterſhe had reniuedher ſences,ſhe felt ſuch an alteratið, as all that 
night ſhe could not reſt, delighting in nothing ſo much as to remem- 
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graces, had pierced ſo neare his heart, that hs was enthzalled to her 
Lone, and reſolued to winne it. 

Earely the next moʒnuing be gat vp,ſ@king all eccaſions toſpeake 
to her againe,but he was diſappointed all the fozenane. Fo2 the by 
reaſonof her little reſt in the night, kept ber Chabet and after din- 
ner, accompanyed the Quæne her mother, and the other Ladres 
whereby he was that day diſappointed. The next mozning likc⸗ 
wiſe he aroſe, ſtudying which way to come to her (pe@ch,fog his atre- 
«ion was ſo great, as no thought conten:cd him but her remem- 
b3ancs;but bofoze he could baing to paile what pe moll deũted, there 
arried iPellengers from Aiiy ria, certifying him that his Father 
was deceaſt, and that their ancient enemy the King of Armenia 
dad entred his Land, and deſtreved mary of his Subjects, deſiring 
him in all haVe to returne: Fo in his abſence the Adyꝛians ſamed 
like men without courage. 

Perſicles hearing this vne xpeded newes, was ercxdingly aſs» 
niſht,both with de ice to Fine his Country, and ali o to pꝛoſecu e his 
Ione: the oae p:rſwadiag dun ts ay, the other to haſt en his depar⸗ 
ture: The one being as drats to him as his li ſe, the other as deaie, 
as both Life, Country, and al! : foz withont cbtaining that, hee 
thought he could not liue, being ſo much priplex:d that he could not 
reſolue what to doe : at lad the p. ciall regarz of his Countiey 0- 
uercame his heart, t remued him with a wanly courage torcuenge, 
that he Commanded all things o be pꝛepated ſoz his ſudden tc pars 
ture, and going to his Chamber, he got Pen and Juke, and wzote 
as followeth.

Is departure cauſed a ſadneſſe thzoughout the

&f 1 teares, bntill Delora'us found her out, and cau⸗

ner that griefe. The King of Natolia likewiſe 


with moſt of the Nobles and Knights that came to the Zolemniza- 
tionof the Wedding were departed,orcept Vince Helyon, ſonne to 
the King of Arabia. Che occaſion of whole tay, was to craue Con- 
ſtantia in marriage,aſluring himſelfe of her Loue, by reaſon of the 
familiarity that was betwirtthem in her ſathens Court:which in⸗ 
deed by her fozmer kindneſſe he might be in ſome aſſurance of, 
though not by anyp3zomiſe ſhe had mads him: Which motion he 
made to the King of Perſia.who eſt ming ſo honourably of him re- 
garding his Birth, and moſt of all. deſiring to be allyed to the Ara- 
dian Aing, gaue his conſent, which was fully cencluded and agreed

Conſtantia's countenancs be⸗ 
w2ayed the angry motions ot her hart,incenſed by his ſpeches,that 
ws had much adoe to withhold her epss from ſhedding feares : get 
with a colour as red as Scarlet,ſhe gane him this anſwer. Pzince

The pꝛeũred day foz the Battell mas now come, and boti) the Ar- 
mies met, betwixt whom began ſo hot e deadly a Fight, that many 
thouſands on both parts loſt their liues, aud tie Armeniin'gredy of 
their Enemies oucrth2ow, folic wed tte n io eage i ly, that they began 
to ſound rettait. Per ſicles ſæina that, left the piace of his Gouern⸗ 
ment, and with his Lance ready coucht met au Aruc nian Pake ſo 
fall, that he pierced the ſame th2ough bis body, then dzawing his 
ſwoꝛd, with the ſame he flew the nert.e after him diſmembyed others: 
that within a while his valeur made ſuch a gya@icre amongſt them, 
that they auoyded the placr of his Fight, andthoucht themſelnes beit 
that were furtheſt of him. Thus valo;orfly did he pit ue them, 
vntill he was vnawates in the midſt of theit Army: which aduans 
tage the Bin of eme pved, 'hinting berſicles life within dis 
pome t. ran athin wth a laute poyn ed with ſteele, but it miſt bim: 
an licſes fring him, et vim fc full with the pommel of his ſwozy 
Agauift dis becall, : dat had not his Steed reelded, he had tzoken big 
uche 
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backe; with that the Armenians aſſailed him round about, with ſuch 
vaequall oddes,being a multitude to one, chat ſometimes they were 
| thzulf ſo nerre dyon him by the thzong, that ſwayed htm vp 
and downe ; Thoſe that came next him vyed by his ſwoꝛd, their dead 
trunkes falling downe befwirt his @tceds legges, which made him 
ſpzing about with ſuch furie, that he ſcone made them giue way. In 
the meane time, while the mol part cf the Battell were bent to de⸗ 
trop him, the ACyzians had made ſuch a laughter amorglt the out- 
wings ot the Army, that molk of them wereſlaine;and the ref fled, 
Thrureus fearing Perſicles harme, ſoꝛ that he miG him with his Fol- 
lowecs, ſone found him ont, and by that meanes reſcued him from 
amongſt the multitude: who by this time had vnhozft him, and he 
was conſtrained toffght on fte, being ſcarce able to withold him⸗ 
ſelle from tumbling vpon the dead carkaſſes ot thoſe bimſelfe had 
flaine. Thrureus ſone got him remounfed, and then both of them 
purſued their enemies ſo fiercely, that they beganne fo flie ; and had 
not the day beene ended, they had biene all deſtroyed : which cauſed 
Perſicles to ſound retraite, and befake him to his Tent, hauing that 
dap done ſuch deeds of Armes,as made both his owne ſubie as and the 
Armenians admire him. | 

Early the next mozning, wozd was bꝛought him, his Enemies 
were all ſled, and not any of them to be found in the Campe, hauing 
leff all there Riches behinde them, being glad they had eſcaped aliue: 
which teioyced Perſicles to heare, fo; that thep ſhould bee no hinde⸗ 
rance to his iournep, commanding his Souldiers to take the ſpople, 
and to bury the dead: andfo2 that he had receiued neuer a moꝛztall 
wound, h& determined the nert day to deparf, wbich he acquainted 
Parenus and Thrureus Withall, requeſting them (if it were polſible) 
not to diſcouer his abſence vntill his returne.

And nous hauing paſt 
wany dapes, colauring his pꝛetence vnder the ſhadow of fained ſoz⸗ 
row, he longed to viſite his Louer Sclia. Therefoze finding a time 
ie taʒ his intent, he with his Seruant Aldrus, rode thither. At his 
comming, finding Sel1a, againe cloathed in her Countrey-Weedes. 
Who eſpying him, with a modeſt bluſh came to meet him: Whom 
he imbzaced moſt kindely in his armes, asking her how thee farcd : 
@PYyYLo2d (fayd the) your and⸗marde teiopteth to ſee your woꝛthy 
ꝓerſon, in this homely Cottage, whoſs heart can attaine no quyef, 
kut by your remembzance. Bythis time, her Parents were coms in, 
who ſeeing the unte, did him humble renerencs : Ye likowiſe ſa- 

ing them with great curteſis.Uhen he had ſaved there moſt part 

the day in patuate conference with his Leue, he departed: The. 

next day repayring thither againe. Mhich hee kkewiſe did fo; many 
dapes after. : 

In the end, growing fo ſuch extremity of paſſion, that he told 
Selia, he would Marrie her: and withall, made her Patents ac-- 
quainted therewith, who willingly gane their conſcnt thereto : and 
by this meaues, he enioped her company at all times accoꝛding to his 
de lire. 

Ju this ſozi did her viſite her many dayes, doting exc@dingly on 
his Countrey-5clia, thinking no Ladie in the Court comparable 
pnfos her, and likewiſe diſſembling ercœding griefe fo? Conſtantia. 
ſo that the King highly commended his conffancy, eſteeming him the 
moe fo2not altering his minde. Mithin few dapes, gewes was 
bzought to the Perſian- Court, that the King of Arabia was very 
ficke ; which cauſed Helyon to deſire the King of ber ſias confent, 
to his Separfure : which her graunted : firft having receincd his 
faithfull Oath to Barrie Conſtantia, which he ſware to perfozme at 
his rsturne. 3

UW ood, hard by the houſe, where Piſor ſayd: Py Lo2d, J haue a 


Lzagacke diſcourſe toreueale, that maketh myheart melt to thinke 
thersof : — A would had not been my ill Foztune to haus bzogght 
vou ne wes of. 

At my comming into Aſſyria, J paſſed mam mies befoze I 
found an Aſſyrian to conuerſe withall : Sea that the Townes gud 
Uillages which befoze were repleat with tae of Inhabitants,were 
now confumed by Fire, and nat a houſe ſtanding alons , but. was 
diſpoyled, and the people from their dwellings fled away, which can- 
ſed me make the moze halts: hoping that all was not deftroyed. And 
comniung moze neare the Court, in my way I found the baviescfthe 
Aſly r ians lying dead, and confuſedly Krowed uon the Earth, as 16 
ſome battell had bn lately fought in that place: Thoſs which lax 
dead, ſeæming to haue fie d to ſans their lines. And the faxther J paſt, 
the moze did the number increaſe: which I followed ſo long, that A 

was perſwaded, thoſe that de ſttoyed them were not farre of, but yet 
went ſo faſt befoze mo, that JI could not ouerfake them, foz the bo- 
dyes of (ome were not yet cold, and others lay ſtrugling to ener-ma- 
fer Death. UWherewith A was ſo amazed, that I ſet ſpurres tomy 
Steds fides, and rode with all the halt I could, vntill at laſt J eſpyed 
a mighty Army of Souldiers, right bcfoze ma, vpen the Þount Silo, 
whoſe multitude ſ med to be innumerable. geare vnto which, I 
wag no (oner come, but J eſpyed an Aſlyrian wounded grieuouſly, 
ts whom J dzewnigh, and ſ@ne knew him to be Parenus, and tiſ- 
toue ring my ſelfe vnto him, del red him to tell me what Treaſonhad 
b2ouught him to that dangerous eſtate. With that he knowing me,

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Piſor, ſuch miſery is betalne vs Aſſirians, as we ſhall be a re- 
P20ach and ſcandall to all the Wozld : Which J would repeate, but 
beſoze that J can make an end, Death will ſtop my ſpeech ; thercfoze 
üärſt tell me how my Lady Piera fareth ? 

Noble Duke (ſaid J) che is in god health, and in great pzoſperity, 
I teiopte thereat (quoth her.) though I haue otherwiſe euetlaſting 
cauſe to ſozrow. Foz our Soneraigne L 02d the King, after he had put 
the Armenians ts Gight, was very defirous vpon ſome occaſion 
{as yet vnknowne) to leaue the Court, in his abſencs committing 
the gouernmeut thereof ta my bnhappy felfe, and that Noble Right 
Thrurens, which we perfozmed with great quiet: vntill Duke Ore- 
tus, ons that was neuer true to the Otats, hearing of the Kings de⸗ 
parture, which we could by no meanes conceale, raiſed a fal'e re post, 
that we tive had inurthered the King : Which Rumsz moued the 
C to faſch diſquiet, that they beganne fo Rebell : 
Which he percetuing (ayming thereby to winne the Crowne,) ga- 
Gered a great multitude of them together, with pzetence of renee 
againT vs, which when we heard of, with all the hall we could poſ- 
ble, we Pultered men foz our defence : but ſo eager were the mul⸗ 
titude to cur deſtruction, together with Oretus perſwaſions, that be⸗ 
foze we were am way able to reſiſt them, they ſet vpon vs, and ſhed 
a great aumber of their owne Coantry-mens blood, that Kod in out 
defence, and dzane vs fo immure our ſelues within the Citie, The 
King of Armenia hearing of this rebellion, with great ſped bought 
a mightygreat Army into this Land,defkroying all that came in his 
way, burning both Townes and Cities, and deffroying the common 
people with an excading great Slaughwr- Which came to Oretus 
dearing, with ſuch terrs;,that he pzeſentlyfled,and left his Confede⸗ 
rate Novels to be deſfroyed by the Enemy: Which cauſed vs by a 
Berauld to demaund whether they would ſubmit themſclues to vs 
ons: 02 by their treaſon to ſe theyr Countries ruine? With that 
they pelded,and we gatheted all the Fozces we could to refift the e- 
nemies, with whom we fought ther great Battels, and in the ſame 
loft aboue thirty thouſand Allirians,being dainen fs flight: this day 
againe gathering head to refiff them: but being to few in number, 
in reſpect of their ſtrength and multitude, you ſ& how our bodies be 
ſtattered vpon the Earth, mangled and cut tn pieces ; Py ſells be- 
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ing Ithinke, the lalt that liueth to tell this newes. t 
Thrureus is already flaine, whoſe dates of Malout 88 
a great volume: Which newes when our King ſhall yeare, it will 
no doubt cut off his vertusous life with fozrow. My greateſt griefe 
being that J cannot heare of his ſafcty befoze my death. Oy 100, 
ſaid J, our gracious King is liui ag, and in god health in Perſia, who 
ſends me vnts your Bonour and Thrureus, with a ſecret Peflags 
which J neede not now vnfold. Ves god Piſor, (quoth he) 
heare my Los Geſſage, that J may thereby know 
were ſtill in his fanour oz na. that J vnfolded che 
my comming : Which heard, 4 paſſion of difcontens over- 
came his vitall ſpirits, that with bittet groanes he gaue vp 
Ghoſt, When IA ſaw there was nomeanes foz his recouery, J ds- 
parted, to enquire what flanghter the Enomy had mave, who by that 
time the day was ended, had vanquethed the Aſſyrian fozces, taking 
the Cttty, and moſt of the Nobility Pziſoners. JI ſtayed ſome 
dayes, hiding me ſecretly to bzing you certains Newes, 
this. The King of Armenia compelled the Noble men ts ſwears 
Allegeance vnts Palyon, his eldeſt Sonne, whom he 
King in Aſſiria, andlefta mighty Army fog his defence. When 
myexftod this, A returned fo certifie your Pighnes thereof.

Pit@r being departed, he ſcugyt ſo; the molt vnfrequented place of

Fo2 Conſtantia matuelling 
that he ſtaped ſo long, and withall noting Piſors darkened caunte⸗ 
naute, ſuppoſed ſome ill newes was the cauſe of both, finding occaſi 
on fif, thought to find her U one in the midſt of his duyips, and wit) 
her annable pzeſence tocomfozt him, ſtcie from the Cottage into 
the Mood, where Pilot told her that he had left hum: Where ſhe 
wandered bp and done a great white, not finding him, which made 
ber matuoll, ſometimes calling him, but not by his light name,leaſt 
any ſhould heare her: and finding that meanes to pꝛeuaile nothing, 
the began to enter into many doubtfull thoughts; ſometimes calling 
dis Loyalty iu queſtion, then againe, re pꝛouing her fancics, foz en- 
tring into ſuſpition of him, then thinking ſome ill newes was befaln 
in Aſſyria, which nught dziue him into a parelefle deſperation, and 
alſo fearing that ſome of the Ferlian Knights had met with him, and 
finding ſome like lyhood of ſuſpition in him, had carricd him to the 


ins ber Father. Theſe Hevitatioas poſſeft her mind fo long, and 


w3ought ſuch a terrour in her ſanctes,that the fared like one that had 
bene polleſt with the truth, that it was ſo. Thus did they both con⸗ 
tinue molt part of that dap, ſhe ſa ing him, and he oppꝛeſt with care, 
not remembzing that it was time to returne home, vet both of them 
direging their ſteps a contrary wap, that they met not, bat wandꝛed a 
from one another. At laſt, he began to remember where he was, hol 
long he had bene abſent, and what care ſhe would take foz his ab- 
ſence, which cauſed him with as much ſpeed to halt backe, as with 
careleſneſſe he had wandꝛed vp d dovon, which befoze he could attaine, 
it arew to be towards ight.

Cnquiring of the 21d Am. u when they departed; wha told dunn 
that Conitantia went firſt ont, and ge after her. Which mate him 
thin ke, that the muling him ſo long, might goe ts ſ@ke him:and Pitor. 
foltow.d her, thinking ts direc her, leaſt ſhe ſhould wander aſtray, 
as thc might well doe in thoſe vnfrequented places. But when he had 
à long time continued in thoſe dumps, and ſaw neithat of them te 
tutue, he began to enter into many miſdoubts, ſuch as pzoced from 
the vnquiet motions of diſtempered thonghts: being fearefull to de⸗ 
part thence againe, leaf he might ſo mifſe them. 

Pitor beingentred the N cod, came to the place where he had left 
Perticles, but could ney:her find him there, noz Conttantia » which 
made hun wander vp and downs (0 long, that he was weary : At 
lat comming to a ſhady place, andlaring himſelfe downe to reſt, ca- 
ting vp his eyes, eſpyed moſt beautifuti fruit vpon a Tre, hanging 
right ouet his head: The tight whereof pleaſed him ſo well, that 
plucking ſome of the ſains, de found the taſte pleaſant, whech caus 
ſed him to tate many of tem: which made him meſentig. to fall in⸗ 
to a deadly pe. The name of the Fruit 4s called P«/or , the na⸗ 
ture whereof is, to pꝛocure thoſe that taſte thereof, firſt tos fl pe, 
without awaking. fo2 the ſpace of fours and twenty houres, and aftor 
tobecome Franticke, foʒ the ſpace of thaw GUST which hinvzed 
r1'or fro 11 returning. 

When perſicles had ſtaped ſo long expecting their: returns, vn- 
till it beganne to be darke , he againe went out, telling the ®hep- 
beardthat he was going to ſeeke them: cruell F03'une virecting his 
ler ps diredly to the plate whereas Piſor lap fleeping, whom he be- 
held, and neytyer by callung, nozby any other meanes could awake 
him: a deadly feate polleſt his Fantie, that ſome furions Beat hay 
daine him, and epther devoured Co.1ſtantia , oꝛ purſued her, flying 
from him; Which cauſed him like a Franticke man to dzaw fozth 
Pilors word, running vp aud downe to lceke that which was not 
there to be found. 

Conltantia by this time was wandꝛed ſo farre in ſearch of Per- 
ſicles, that he could by no meanes teil which way to returne a; 
gaine, but ſhe was conftraancd all that night to wander vp and down, 


with hope to haue returned. But contrary to her thought, going — 
qui 
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quite contrary way, her fears andcare onufing her to make the — 
Cp>@d t chat being wearisd with traueil, comming to the ent abe t 
che os, che ſate downe vpona Banke, and there, aſtor ſhe had 
bewailed her miſerable eſtate, and wearied her ſences wp ſozrows, 
as the had her bevy with trauell, the fell aſleepe. 

Ab it ſo fell ant, that Heiyon the day befoze, had taken bis 
denn of the King of Perſia, to fraucll into Arabia, and that Night 
lap at Seliaes Fathers, cauſing her to be attiredinrich 
— — im inte Arabia, intending thers to 

make her his Bzide : and by misfoztune, paſt by tte plate where 
Conſtantia lay fall a ſla e: ſome of his followers ſone ſpied — 
and ſhewed her to Hclyon. Selia likewiſe ſ@ing her, pzeſently told 
Helyon that her Appatell wagepther the ſame which Conftantias 
Gentle woman tlie from her in the Perſian Court oz ſo like it, 
that Ge could not hn] one from the other. Hclyon himſeife rods 
to her and awaked her, by bis fozmer diſpoſition, and her counte- 
mance, which was ill in his remembaance, perfealy knowing bor. 
whe likewiſe at the very firſt 6ght knowing him, which aurated her 
lences wich deadly feare. To whom he ſaid : Þy deare Conſtan- 
tia, What hath cauſed you thus diſcomr teoufly to reiea my Loue,and 
leaue the Perfhian Court, to endure this hard Fozttine, ſo much diſa⸗ 
greing to your Elkate : Pot af length IJ befec< you accept of my 
Leue, and goe With me into Arabiz. 
Leaue of your difſembling ſperches (quoth Conſtantia) and let 
me alons: Fes I hadrather all my life lye on this cold Earth, then 
tine in all eaſe with von. Mith that he would haue left him, but 
ommaunded his @eruants to take her by fazce into the Coach, 
and ſo carryher along with him ints Arabia: not letting any know 
— onely his Sclia. Wihen Conſtantia ſaw that of 
fe:ce ſhe muſt needs gee, the bite red ſuch plaints, and made ſuch 'c2- 
cowfall exclamations, that thoſe which gaarved ber, thowght he 
would haue fallen madde: though neifher knowing her,noz her cauſe 
of ſoʒrom, pet in wardlpin their hearts pittving her. 
Whom we will leane, fully poſeſt with the vffcrmof extremity 
of anguiſh, onwarns towards Arabia, the plate h moſt of all loa- 
thed, to ſpeake of Perſicies, who in a madve fury haning run» vp 
and down a great while in the Wod,againe returned into the ſhep⸗ 
heards 
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beards houfe, ſee if Conſtantia were not pet returned, buf chers 
be ſound anely the Shepheardand his Mile in great care, awayfing 


his returne ; who eſpying the Swso2d in his hand, and his face and 


hands in man places bloudy, which was with the ſcratches he has 
receiued in the darke Md, were ready to run from him fog fears : 
but he mildly demannded if Conſtantia were yet come backe, who 
tald him ther ſaw her not : Alas(qd, hee)poze Late, I feate Hos 
deuoured by ſome mercilefſe Beat: Foz A found Piſor tying dead in 
the Md: Which affrighteth me with ſuch feare of her miſhap, dat 
J know not what to doe, noʒ which way to goe in her ſearch, 

P Lo2d(ſaid the olde Shepheard) i can aCare you, there doth ns 
Milde Beaſt hannt this Wood, foz then couldnet my flockes five 
in quxet: of which J haue not loft one Lambe by any caſualtie : but 
rather A thinke my Lady miſſing you all the day, is ande (@ farrs 
into the Wood, that ſhe cannot returne, noz you finde het: {ham J 
doe not doubt but to finde in the Poznung : neither is he dend, but A 
belieue hath taftod ſome of our vnluckyfrutcalled Pylos, that bath 
caſt him into a dead fiepe, and after that he will be Franticke fo2 a 
certaine ſpace. 

Perſicles was wonderfally comfozted with the Dhepheards ſp#@- 
ches, yet notwithTanving leaning him, and all that Night wan- 
dzing vp and downe ths Md to finde her, bathe ſpent his labour in 
valne, neyther that night noz the next day finding her, which dzaue 
him ſo farre beyond the compaſſe of naturall ccntinencie, that if ha 
remained long in that extreams perplexity, it would cut of his life. 
Mhen hee ſaw himſelfe voyde ol all hope, without meanes hein to 
finde her, and aCarance that ſhe was not within the Md, he lays 
him downe vpon the earth, — tbels laments. How foztunats 
had A ben had J neuer ſet fte in þ Perfian ſoyle? th had J ill bin 
Bing of Aſſyria, Conſtantia in quiet in her Fathers Court: wheras 
now, both J, bat eſpecially her ſelfe, are fallen into extreame miſerp. 
Had it onely falne to my ſhare to haue indured a thonſand moze miſs 
foztunes, J could with patience haue endured them: onely this toz- 


menteth mee, that my miſfoztune hath bzought her from Weale to 


woe: from quiet to diſcontent : from pleaſure, to paine: from haps 
pinefſe to ni'ery, and from life to death. J cannot tell how to pze- 
uent theſe cuils, to it hexe, and = ſad wo2ds anaileth mo not : to 

go 
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bowaile her eſtate, hel peth her: no2 to deſtrop my ſelfe, will bencfit 
her : chenld A fit ill here, ſo ſhall I neuer finde her: and to ſcek* 
ia her ont of this plate, is to ſyend my Labours without hope of 
comfozs, F023 I feare me lhe is dead, and then may 4 ſonet mete 
her Ghol in this place, then her Body in another. Well, ſince 
neither comfozt no; counfell is left to further my hopes, J will fo; 
met tell in this vnfozmunate place, and fill the ſame with mv La- 
ments: neither ſhall ary Body teſt in bed, noz my ſtomacke fat of 
ather meat then Wilde fruit, vacill A finde my Lone, oz be afſured 
of the placs af her abode. 
Thus lined he in choſe Wiwods many dayes, and many veares, 
making enery Tres a monument of Conſtantias vafoztunate loſſe, 
thaugh he were often diCwaded by Piſor, who afterwards tranel- 
Led moſt parts of all thoſe Countryes in ſearch of her, but could ne- 
ner heareofher. The King of Perſia had likewiſe giuen ouer all care 
of Conſtantia, as ſuppoſizvg her to be dead: greatly lamenting the 
feces of Perſicles, an marueliing at his abſence, bel&uing 
verilythat he was murthered, accozding to the accaſation made by 
Oretus, againſt Parenus and Thrurcus. Whom we will all leane fo; 
a while, to ſpeake ofthe misfoztunes befell to Conſtantia. 


CHAP. VIII. 


How Selia was married to Helysn, and of the miſeries Catania 
endured by her iealouſie. How (onftanti« was deliuered of a 
goodly Boy : whoſe life was preſerued by the pollicie of Palia, 
and how Se lia vexed thereat. 


F Elyon was no ſoner arriued in Arabia, but he 
was infozmedofhis Fathers death, which fo; 
A tims be lamented of common courſe, not of 
pietis oz affection : in the meane time, cauſing 
Conſtantia fo be kept in the old Ponaſterie 
bader the gauernment of an anaent M adie, 
that liued not onely by the gifts of the King be - 


K&9wed vpon her, foz many badde agons, — 
aſs

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Alo at many g Gentle-men that haunted the Company of the Kings 
Contubiues by ftcaith. In this place did yo put Conſtantia, ney- 
ther her Ke&eper,noz any other knowing wha! He was: Who by this 
time had reſolucy to endure any avasrſity, fo; many daves gtning 
her ſelfe to quiet, foz that ky reaſon of his counterfeit mourning, be 
came not at her · 

But ths time being come that he was Crowned King , aud ow 
the ſame day likewiſe married Selia,confing prozs Conſtantia as ons 
of her Pandmaives ta attend her: Whied he did er a malicious in- 
tent, onely to dexe her: but hs was well confented to dog any thing 
fo rid her of his hatefull Leue, whom te abbozred in the dar depth 
of her @oule. But when he ſaw the endured the ſame with ſuch Pay 
tience, he againe cauſed her to becloſely kept in that Þonaltery : gi- 
uing commandement that old Lady ganced Palia,thould 


come at her, 
the beganne tofele her ſelfs with 


Thus did the continue 
Child by Perſiclos, which dzaue her ts the uttermoT@ exigent of care, 
how to pzoſerue her Infants life; Dametimes purpoſing to makes hee 
eſtate knowne to Palia, but having ſuficient tryall of her wicked dii⸗ 
poſition, the durſt not truſt her, leaſt He hontd reueale the ſame to 
the King. 

Selya likewiſe at that very iuſtant was great with Child by Hely- 
on, both Conteiuing at one inſtant, the one in the Perſian Courf, 
and the other in the Shepheards cottage. Selia made Helyon ac- 
quainted therewith,deſiring that Ge might be delinered thereof in 
ſome pꝛiuate place, where the Ladyes of the Coart might not know 

thereof, which would turne ts her ene rlaſting ſcandall. 

Helyon well knowing the nature of the people, in what deteſtable 
ſozt they held adulter in their Qngne , thonght no place ſo fit foz 
the accompliſhment there ot, as in the Ponalſtery where Conſtantia 
was, vnto which place (ſhe was ſane conueped: repozt being giuen 
out by the Rings command, that ſhe was foz the raeſeruationefſher 
health, ſecretly departed info the Country. 

The Nucene being come into the Ponaſtery, asked fo Conſtau- 

dia, who was paeſently dzought befoze her, whom Sclia now began 
to hate moztall, being very of her, and ſuppoſing me 
2 
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thei King fill Laued her: whom ſhe vſedſo diſdainfully vpbꝛapding 
her with many vadecent ſpeches. Which Conſtantia twke moſt 
patiently, only with.Teares lamenting. her misfoztunes. And ſo 
and (coznefully did ſhe behauc her ſelfe towards Palia, and all 
attended her, that they began ta diſlike of her. 

Paliaſ&ing the pꝛide cf the Nucene, and in what diſdainfull ſozf 
He vſed her,acouſengher to be pztuy to the Kings ſecret loue to Con- 
ſtantia, vſing her ſo diſtruſtfullꝑ, and with ſuch euill tearmes, began 
to hate her. Which Conſtantia perceiued byſome doubtfull ſpieches 
He gan eut againlt her. Wheoreupon, findinga fit oppoztunity , 
whenſhe was vcred with her bnkindneTe,ſhe came to Palia,and (aid: 
J porceiusthe Quene v&@th you but vaicindly, regarding to vſe none 
well, though they gius her no cauſe at all. he likewiſe miſu'eth me, 
that nener in my life offended ol. beene the greateſt cauſe 


of her god. J wonldgladlyin raPd , and withall reueale 
many things vnto you,that pou pet Rios nat, ia wort agured of pour 
kectetie: which J am the moze fearfull to reueale, fo that they are 
matters afimpoztance, whereinnotwithKandingif eu would vouch- 
fafe — >Y pitty my miſerable eſtate, pou ſhall doe a deed 
ef eneriaffing meri 
Palia hearing _ ſpeches, ſayd : It J may likewiſe without 
feare make my minde knowne viito you, be pou aſſured J doe (0 

moztally hate her, that rewardefh my datifull ſernice with diſdaine, 
that I will not leaue any thing vnattempted to vere her, and pleas 
Mreyon : therefoze if an Dath may aſſure yon of my ſecrecie,hauing 
no other meanes at this inſtant to gine p2z»fe thereof, J vow by all 
the god Jener erpec, neuet to teueale what you diſcloſe to me, but 
malt faithfully labour to pleaſure yan to my power. Then know 
(qv. Conſtantia) that J aw Daughter to the King of Pcitia, ſome- 
times 520ught vp in this Court : and pour Nucene but the Daugh- 
ter of a Countrey-S waiae in Perſia, that being exalted to dignity, 
though baſely bozne, behaueth her ſeife thus pꝛoudly: J fearing my 
Father would haue married me fs Helyon againt my will, hauing 
betrothed my ſelfe to the King of Aſsyria, with him ftole from the 
Court in this Apparell of Selia, that is new pour Quezne : mucy 
ſearch was made fo; me, bat they could neuer finde me: fog J lived 
with my Lo in _ diſguiſe in a — bouſs , vntill - dap 
miſe 
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Knight of the Oracle. _ 
I miſing him frayed (s farre from the Yenſe, that J could not re- 


turne, but by misfoʒtune was found by Helyon 4 and thus ag you ſt 
dzought into this Countrep, either tomy death og to a wozfer end.

Jam likewiſe great with Child, and within choꝛt ſpace ſhall be de⸗ 


liue ted. y earneſt deſire is, that you Would vie ſome meanes to 
pꝛeſetue my Babe from death, which no doubt it is likelę to endurs 
by hor maliceand his cruelty. 

Palia hating heard her ſpeches, Renerenced her, comfozted her, 
and pꝛomiſed her with many Uowes and P;oteftations, to fulfill 
her deſire, therevyto wozke ſome reuenge againft the Queene. In 
her heart pitying the diſtrefle of Conſtantia , of whofe Uertues He 
had befoze times ſome hnowledge. With this Pꝛomiſe did Con- 
ttantia ſomewhat comfozt her ſeife , hoping pet inthe end toeſcape 
from that Bondage, being daily cheriſhed by old Palia: who behaned 
her ſelfe towards Solia, with ſuch duty and obedience, nofwithſtan- 
ding her often vpbzapdings, that che ill kept her ſelfe in moT place 
of credit about her. | . 

The Day being now come that the Quene was delinered of 
godly Bop, and Conſtantia the next Night of another, none being 
puup thereto but Palia, who hanoled the matter with ſuch cunning , 
that ſhe conue ed Conitantiaes Child to Selia, and hers to Con- 
ftagtia, maki.ig her acquainted with her intent therein. The next 
ay declaring to Hclyon, how that the Damzell in her cuſtody was 


delinered ofa Bop. Hcelyoa hearing that, willing ker to kepe the 


time ſecret from any, vpon paine of death: Hol ſa much as once to 
reusals it to the Duane, vowing ere many dayes toveſtroy it. Gi⸗ 


uing D2der to haue his owne Chaftenednaming him Petus: Ant 


comming to the Quene, told her it were beſt to be Nurſed in the 
Countcey, who was contented to be ruled by him. Then calling to 
him Palia, he told her, that he muſt needs pꝛouide a Nunſe fog his 
Sonne, who already hauing complotted what ſhe intended, told hem 


that che knew a kinſ-woman of hers, that was lately bzenght to 
Bed, ſome twenty miles off in the Countrey, ts whom the wonld (it 


it liked him) come the Infant. | 
Hclyon was glad of her pꝛomiſe, appointing her all things fit 
ro het departure,the next uozning. Late in the @uening, when Pa- 


u was ſue none could ſe her, the went to Condantia, telling — 
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what tho had intended: Withall , asking her counfe ll what hee 
ſhould doe. 

Avs me (quoth Conſtantia) J know not in this extremity what 
to reſolue vpon, fearing neuer to ſee my Sonne againe: and if thou 
geelf long my greatett comet. Then taking the Childe in ber 
armes, and boKowing many Tearc-twet kiſſes thereon,ſhe ſaid palia, 
I pay thee let me know what thon tutendeſt todoe with it? Lady 
(Moth che) if you perfwade me not to the contrary, after Jam des 
parſed this Court, A will never leaus travelling vntill A arrius in 
Afiyria : where J doe nof doubt but to find Periicles, unte whom 1 
will declare your misfoztunes : But if Jfinde him not there, A will 

en Crauell into P erſia, tothe place where you loſt him, where 4 

il then aCuredly find him: that he (knowing your effate) may 
\@ke ta teleaſe you, And wilt thou dot this fo me((ayd Conkantia) 
that am nner l{kely to make the amends : J wilt (qd. Palia ) and 
with ſaob faithfulneCe execute the charge A vndertakc, as ſhall carne 
ts thy enerlaſfing quiet. | 

Pauyſpeches paſt betw:rt them befoze they parted , but yet in 
the end ſhe was conſtrained to leaue Conſtantia, almoſt dead with 
grisfe , but afterwards ſomowhat comfozted , with the god hope 
the had of her faithfull dealing: Ot twoemils thinking it the beft 


to commit the Babe to her cuſtady, who bp all likelyhwds inten- 


ded well thereto, Carely the next FPozning Palia deparſed, hantng 
none in her Company, with all the haſt ſhe could trauelling towards 
Allyria. 

Helyon,nowbeganne bo medifate on Conftantia's Foꝛztune, and 
who Goald be the Father of her Childe : and whereas befsze he bs- 
termined to peume her vp in that Clopſter, vntill He would yalid to 
his deſire, he now reſokted fo renenge the diſdaine ſhs had ſhowne, 
in teluling his Loue, with all Craslty : that finding occaſſion When 
none could intsrrapt his ſpœches, being alene with her in hor cham⸗ 
ber, he thus ſard. Diſdatneftill and diſcourtecus Lady, did you 
eſteme ſo baſelyof my Loue, in my contempt, to choſe ſoms baſes. 
bone Peaſant, to poſſeſſe that which J long ſenght with ſuch deuo⸗ 
ted affection : and rctuſing imp Honozable pzoffer, to chuſe rather to 
become anothers Va:lot, Who would euer haue thought thy come- 


ly perfon ſhadowed with ſo faite a pyetert , had inwardly nouriſhed 
fuck 
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ſach innoble affections. Doe you thinke the King of Perfia will re- 
ivpce to heare that his faire Daughter Conſtantia, (that may well 
be termed Ancontinencie) hath ſo vildely tained her Pzincety bleed 
and defamed her Nopall ſtocke, with ſo infamous a fac, oz not ra- 
ther dye with gciefe, 

Therefoze to pzeuent ſo great a miſchiefe as will come by his 
death, A will be the meaue to kp thy fac from coming to his know- 
ledge, and in his behalfe, wozke ſuch Reuenge as (hall be agr@able , 
ta (0 great an offence. Bet let mee know the caufo cf thy 
againſt me, and who is the Father of thy baſtard 2 Which if then 
refuſelt to doe by gentle meares to vnfold, J weil by fozce compell 
the cherunto. 

Conſtantia with Patience heard ont his ſpeches, and with 2s 
great Patience anſwered him. Helyon, F can well beate pour 
Oppꝛodzious ſpeeches , neyther will J (mpagne how ſcandalous 
they ate: Foz the Father of this Juſant is as god as your felfe. 
and him J Lone, farre moze honourable and vertnous then Hel yon, 
King of Arabia | who enſureth mee acco2ding to the qualltie of his 

o mne diſpoſition. The reaſon I left my Fathers Court, was fo as 
uside your impoztunate ſuite, which was vapleaſing to me, in reſpect 
of the honourable Loue Jembzaced : therefoze beware yon abuſe nof 

onſtantia. Foz thongh the King of Pertia will not reuenge my 
wꝛongs, vet there is a King as mighty as he, claymeth my polſefſi- 
on, aud will not ſuffer me to be iniur ied. 

What : isa King the Father of that Baſkard (ad. he?) No, thou 
ſhalt neuer per ſwade mie to that, fo2 it ioketh not like a Laing, but 
vs the perfoct Image of a Fole. Yea (ſaid Conftantia,) and pot a 
Lt as wile as thy ſeife, and that ere long thon ſhalt know, ſoz che 
Father the taal is pziup to all thy Actions, although than thinkeft me 
ſafelp kept. 

And if thon doeſt murther it, J care not, foz thy ſeife will be the 
ürſt that ſhall repent the dæde . And fo2 ma, vſe me well, fo2 the 
Father ofthts Childe loueth thee well, and pet thou wilt be thins 
wu deftruction in (@king bis death.

And know, that I ſo mach the mozs diſlike this Babe, becauſe it is 
liks thee, that hath no ſparke of honour oz honeſtyiu thee, Agke me 
wm moe queſtions, fo A will not anſwer thereto, eſteeming my ſele 
moꝛe foztunate in thy hatred, then thy friendſhip : fo2 the one is but 
the diſtemperate motion of a Cowardly diſpoſition, and the other, 
ihe inconſtant falſhod af a (hallow-Wit. 

Helyon was much vexed to (ee how lightly ſhe eſtæmed him that 
almot ready to teare his haire, hee went raging and(wearing fiom 
her, meditating which way to wozke his Reuenge. Selia noting his 
ditemperaturs, by his pale Countenance, asked him what had diſ-

nes, that vas encompalſcd with a Lake of ex⸗ 
c&ding depth. Fiiſt encompaCing the atcuit of the ground, with a 
wall fry ned of the hardeft Parble, of ſuch ſmethnes without, and 
heigh*,that it was not tobe aſcended Duer the Late they framed 
2 133idge of exceeding beauty, placing at the entrance o Pozches 
og Fo2tifications : betivirt them ſetting a Gate of B de. cyricafly 
w2xmhyt, with caruedimages — being the Armes of _

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On the midſt thepplaced a Dzaw-bzidge,dzawne vp by ſach veuices, 


as the labour of one man was able to doe the ſame with ſpeed. 

At the further end of the Bꝛidge, was their laulded a moſt curi- 
ous wzowght Gate-houſe, garniſhed with ones of ſundzy colours, 
and exceding ſtrange: The entrance thereto was another Gate of 
Bzalle, farre exceding the firſt,foz beauty, bigueſſe, and ſtrength, in 
fye miuſt abone the top thereof, were placed tn the carued fome of fix 
Golden Lyons of exceeding.vignes, whoſe pzopoztion might be diſ⸗ 
cernod, farre off, Within this ÞPozch wagtyere a large Court, en- 
compaſſed round with Turrets, Malis, and Foztifications : within 
the compaſſe whereof, an Army of Souldiers might lye Encamped. 
Ths next Entrance, wasthare gatos of 232afle, caruedlike the other 
ta: ouer which was built a Tower of wonderfull Beauty and 
bip.framevof Adamant, cut oat and carued into the fozms 
of ſozts of Beats, Tres,Vearbs,and Fowles: the beauty whereof, 
would haue held che beholder in admirat:on: on the tops whereof., 

2re built foure Pinacles in a @quadzant, whoſe gliſtering Uaines 
and carued wo2ke,ſhone againſt the Dunne, as if the ſams had beene 
framed of veaten Gold. Uthin this Tower, was there a Court, 
encompaſted round about turth moſt rich and ſtately Buildings, has 
uing ſeuerall does into every builduig of an immntible ſttength, 
framed all of one pꝛopoztion, guided ouer with Gold. The Mindow 
of ancyceding latgenes and beauty: ſappoʒted by two Lyons of car 
ned AllablaTor,quiidcd cuer with Gold: On the top next tothe Enes 
tws Cherubs ſtanding in fozme of Angels, of carued Goid, ſuppoz⸗ 
ting the Pictuce ofa beautifull Lad: the Windowes viſcoueritig 
the :rceding richnclle of the Chambers within. In the midſt ofthis 
Eourt, was framed a cleere Fountaine, with divers ſtreames of wa⸗ 
ler, ſpꝛinging from the ſame, curiouſly carued, and guilded oner with 
Gold: the baightneſſe gliſtering ſueh a reflection of the Sunnes 
beames round about, that at the ſtrſt entrance it would haue daze⸗ 
ted the beholders epes. 

At the farther end ol this Court was there a Hall of ext ding 
largenes, ſuppaated within, with Jillars of Geate, beſet with ſtones 
of ſundzx colours, and erceeding richnes, the Skre&ene being framed 
of tho moſt curious oke of oarued-UUeod : the Reofe of Stone, 
whereia were coloured out the fozmes of all kinos of Fruits = — 
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Mals hung with Kich⸗Pangings of Arras, containing the Þiſtozies 
of the Martes of Troy. zn the mids of this Hall, was faſtned two 
Pillars, whercto wers cyained two Lyong of hugs bignes,and won⸗ 
derfall treagth,doaying any farther Entrance, The farthsr cup of 
the Hall, was without any Wali at all, ſuppozted by Pillars of the 
fame Geatezlying open into a Garden of exceeding largenclle, which 
at the ſitſt entrance ints the Hall was glozioufly diſcerned. In which 
were made Malus of Pleaſure, Arbozs, bozders of Flowers, the 
fozms of all things cut out in Pearbs : Flowers to delight the Eve , | 
pleaſe the ſmell, and of range fozmes , and all things ſo curiouſiy 
w2ought, as was ſtrange to vehoid. Jn ths midſt of this Garden, 
tod a Banqueting-houſe of round pꝛopoꝛʒ tion, the foundation ſupps;- 
ted by 4. Lyons of carued view Dcons,called Ayres: Tho Windowes 
round about that encempaſſed the ſams , though which the Light 
paſſed cleersly paſſed without impediment : the Pillars, & aſements, 
and other pzopoztionsof ſuch excellent wozkmanſhip, that it ſ@med 
to be altoge:her framd of Chziſtall. Dn the top of this houſe ſtod the 
fozme of an Angell framed of beaten Gold, pointing with bis ünger 
towards the other x ovgings of wonderfull rich Building. At the fat · £ 
ther end of the Garden, the deſcription whereon is hereafter ſet down. - | 
When H<lyon had fimſhed this ws2ke,he called vnto him, one called 
Pent hraſus, an ancient p;ofeſis2 of Necromancy. and with bim alone, 
went vnto the Pallace, ſhewing the ſame, and why he had built it, 
de ſiring his Connell and apd ts the perfozmance of his Wall. 

peut hraſus veflrons likewiſe fo pzactiſe his Art, which befoze he 
durſt not doe, ſoʒ by the Lawes of the K and, the ſame was puniſhed 
with death. Mhich row he thought none durſt confradic , becauſe 
the Ring was conſenting thereto ; Pꝛomiſed by his Art, ts make ths 
ſame ſo inuincible, that it ould neuer bc ouercome by krength no) 
policy. Then did he aduiſe the King to bung Conſtantia thither , 
and tus Damzoels to attend her, attyzing her with moft Rich ©3z- 
naments. Mhen the Uing had perfoz ned this, and delmered her 
to Pe ithraſus: taking a Condition of im, that none but himſeife 
ſhould be ufred to haue entrance there, he departed,leaning her there 
to be entertained of Pen:hraſus : who led her into the Caſtle aps 
pointing her D1mzels where they auld haue all things neceſſarp: 
and withall, telling her that it ſhould be many years befoze the ſhould 
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de delinered. After he had placed her there, he begarme to caſt about 
foz to Foztifle the ſame : And firſt by his Art, he found that there li- 
ned in the Deſert of Arabia, two mighty Giants of vnwonted pꝛo⸗ 
poztion, and huge ſtrength, whom hee found ouf, caſting ſuch a be- 
Witched Charme vpon them, that ther pzeſently followed him vnts 
the Calle, which he afterwards named Penthraſus Pallace : by his 
Charas and Spells, binding them to keeps the fir entrance ofthe 
Baztdgs, and by his Sozceries cuerp entrance in ſuch trong 
fot, as it was ibis to be cuetcome. Ahen he had perfo;zmed 
onuery thing ascozding to his minde, her bought thither his Wife, 
named Ila, determined to ſpend the ref a his life there. Mithin few 
peares he fell ficke, and by his Art fonnd the date cf his life to be 
nigh an end. Whereupon he went vnto the Oꝛacle of the Heſperian 
Army in the Deſart, which he was ffricktly entoyned vnto by a 
Uifton, which he ſaw in his fliepe , to know what he ſhould deter⸗ 
mine as concerning thofe charms,he havſet vpon the Caffle: Whoſe 
anWere was this; - | 

Penthraſus , becauſe by thine Art then haſt not attempted any 
wicked Action, and to diſcloſe the Deſtinies, many a Knight of

Thus was Conſtantia encloſey, enioping all the Delights her 
heart coalddefire, but nothing could comfc zt her, but the Remem- 
bzance of Perſicles,foz whoſe abſence ſhe lined in continnall ſo21 ow. 

Hclyon kept that which he had done concerntr g Conſtintia, from 
the Knowledge of Sclia, determining neuer to ſe her againe : but 
within ſhazt time, ſuch diſcoꝛd beganne betwirt him and $cli2, that 
by meales thereof, the whole Court was in an vpꝛoꝛe, and he found 
ſuch diquyet with her, that then he beganta hate her, abandon her 
co;npante, and began exredingip to dote with remembzance of

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Constante repenting him m the euill he had done het: and reſol⸗ 
wing againe to ſet her at Libertp, oz elis to obtaine of Penthcaſus, 
to liue foz cuer with her in the Caſtle ; and by extraozdinary meanes 
to attaine her Loue. And vpon a time he rode th:ther, determining 
to haue a fightof her: Where when be came, he found the Gates at 
the entrance of the Bꝛidge faſt ſhut, and nothing but a Bozne han» 
ging thereat, faſtned to a Chaine, which he Winded : and with that 
one of the Giants came fœꝛzth, with whoſe fight he Mod affrighted 
till he asked him what he ſought 2 A would (ſaid Helyon) ſpeake 
with Penthraſus : Mich that the Gyant bad him come in, and ſhut- 
ting faſt the Entrance, bought him befoze Ila, who pzeſently knew 
bim, ſa ping: A know the cauſe of thy comming, which - ſhalt 
neuer obtains : Foz which difloyall thought,and — — 
thou (halt neuer depart from hence, vntill the Lady thou tauſedit 
be incloſed here, be ſet at Ltberty ; With that, not ſufering him 
replie, che cauſed him to be bound, and carried into a darke Dunge 
on, where he was hardly Dyetted, and wozſeintreated. 

Ila hauing him in her calkodie, knowing that none elſe was pzi- 
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nie to Conltantiaes being there, canſed theſe Merſes to bs mitten 


in Letters of Gold, and hung oner the outtermolt Gate, and by the 


fame, Conſtartiacs Picture, whereon the had calf ſuch a Spell, that 
all that beheld it, were in Loue with it.

ſently ſent foz him by Viſor, and other of her Knights, who t ꝛcugh. 
him into the Court, whither ze was Welcomnied by ber, with great 
Jop : With whom he continued ſome time in pzinate Confereuce. 
Picra counſelling him lo diſconer hum elfe to the King of Persia, and 
to crane his arde ag ai. id the Aro tans, who would regtily aft! 

eim. 
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him ; Whereof the (old him, hs needed not to doubt, fo; that he had 
teuer bens his Friend, nos knee not of his eſcape with Conſtantia, 
which nons but her (eife and Dela were pziue vuta. 

WhileT they continaed in this conference , Deloratus cams in, 
aud eſpying ons tn ſach pztuate with his Mite in that diſgatle, won- 
dꝛed who it ſhould be. Picra ſ@ne eſpyeb vt , ant leaving her B20- 
ther went to hun, and told him who it was: het eich he Em⸗ 
bzaced Perſicles iu his Armes, now perfedly te membiing tim, al- 
though griefs had much al:cred dun. Aficr inanꝝ ipaches paſt, De- 
loratus, de, and Piera, went to the King of Perſia, mus knowing him, 
welcommed him, with excading ktadnes. Pericles then vnlolded 
his Pisko;tunes vnto him, and defired ia ail ance, in revenge of the 
uns the Armenians had done him. Which the King of Pertia wil- 
ling le x@lded vnto him; giuing authoztty vato Deloratus ta muſter 
DSauldiers, and maks pzoniflon fog their expedition. The newes here · 
of was ſuvdenly rinonred in the Court, and many thouſands of 
gnights vaccnTcainsd,pzepared to ayve Perſicles, whom they honcu- 
red foz his exceding valonr ard courtoſte ; parpoſtng to ſpend theic 
lines in dis Defence : that of a ſudden one part of the Countrey was 
bp in Armes, and a great Fozco was aſſembled, and conducted into 
Aſſy ria, by Deloratus, and Perſicles, and piſor, and Oliinus, and alſo 
many ether Knights of excs ding valoz ; Df whoſe wozthy Explopts, 
we will hereafter ſpeake moz8 at large. | 

Pericles had ſuch ill ſuccefſe, that after he had continned a lau 
time in Afyria, yet he lo little pꝛeuailed, that he was compelled 
th3ice to five backe into Perſia fo renew his Fozces, Theſe cruell 
Wal res continue d man peares, the Kirg of Armenia, defending 
himſeife, and kæping pcErfionof the Crowne, notwithſtanding the 
Per ſian F02cess» 

Deloratas pet teiuing that the long cantitmance of thoſe Mattes 
bad waſted a number of his ſaves, and pet notwithſtanding Pe ſi- 
cles was (6 farie froin poſſe: on of dis right,asat the fi: T beginning 
of tho's tedicus Martes, determined to gine ner: and herefe 0 aſs 
(cinvted together ſuch as were the chiefeft Aulors over the Pan, fo 
know their opurion, wdat further to determine. Whe with a genes 
call conſent, perſwading him once againe ts renew his Fezces, and 
that then they did not pꝛeuatle, neuer mes tog ina the Daſef.

« bis dapes in ſulitarineſſe: Dcloratus thetefoze 
tent Pelſengers into Perſia, to muſter new Fo2- 
tes, who in ſhozt time returned, that the Perſian 
Campe was full foureſcoze thouſand ſtrong. Amongſt the reſt, it 
ſo fo:tuned that Cot hanes (being in Youth accounted a man ofgreat 
valour, and new being ſomewhat growne in peares, of great Cxpe- 
rience) determined not to giue his mind to floth. being teuched with 
griefe , toheare what a number of his Country-men were ſlaine: 
therefoge told his Lady what he intended: who with teares and ma⸗ 
ny totreaties diſſwaded him, bufall could not pꝛeuaile, his heart 
was ſo ful ly ſet thereon, 
- Monteclyon being now groivne fo mans eſtate, hearing there 
of, enfreated Cothanes(whom he eſtæmed to be his Father, and fo 


called him) that he might goe with him: but Corhancs wauld by no 


meanes conſent thereto: the rather, foꝛ that his Lady maſt carncftiy 
requeſted him, that if it were ſo that he would needs goe himſelke, yet 
that he would not leaue her alfogether comfoztles,by taking Monte- 
lyon with him. MTherefo:e all his intreaties nothing pꝛeuapled, but 
of neceflity he was enfozſt to ſtap. Cot hanes being departed, Mon -

to eſcape. Which ugdt, irred dy ſach parks or cduragt and dolle 
toſaccour hin, that his heart viging hum to moze fojwardiies thin 
his Sted could yerfozme 7. and pet! dis Sterd with furious .

get withent their reach. Mow the Knight that Montelyon had rtſ- 
cued , was the Noble King Perſicles, who ſ@ing how valianily this 
Bow-comes Gallant had ceſcued him, and pzeſerncd his life,ſaid thus 
Wnto him. Moble Katght,thy Ualo; hath pzeſerued me: Foz which 
Perſicles will not he bngtateſull. And if than ba® a friend to me, 
as thou hatt alis y howne, ſe cond me, and J will once again try m 
FHagtune. With that Montelyon held vp his hand, in gut he gane 
confent. Then Perſicles with ſpad ha ted ints the fo;emo® of the 
Battell, and Montelyon followed , making ſuch way, as nous Cu d 
to refi® them, but they dyed. Whers ther found Deloratus, Piſor, 
Oſimus, Cothanes, ans a number of gallant Knights in combat, beſet - 
with ovdes, but that diſadoantags was ſcone turned to aduantags, 
by their appzoach ; foz there did Moatelyon perfozme ſuch dds of 
esc@ding Malo. as made the whols Perſi an and Armenian Volts ad- 
mite him. Chen began the Perſians to gather new conrage ts aflatle 
their enemies, cantinnum the skirmith with equall ffrength, agauift 
chem. Palian the vi N. ot Aſſyria, Sinking to have the aduan- 
tage again the Perſians, as in times pal they had, called the chie- 
leit Rulers ta himexbozting them ts courage fo refiff their enemie :. 
Upca whoſe exhoztation , the Armenians with waited courage 
followed the battell an all Mdes with great tageines, that the Pe: ſi- 
an Geuergours were enfozced to flye to their 4 ompan; es, ts encou- 
rage them to cefiftance,only Montelyon and Perſicles ill kept trge- 
Her, making thouſands of the Armenians pay their lives fog tritute 
bo their conquering Swwozds : Mhilſt they continued the fight inthe 
foze-frout of the Battell, they ſuddenly heard a ci on the outũde of 
the battell , with which narſe, Montclyon net regarding to Le coun ·

thence, Montclyon began ſe cruel a fight, that with the lolle of ma- 
ny of thepr lines, heſet him at liberty, Then began the Armenians 
ſomewhat to Retire, hauing ſach a number of them flaine,and inding 
they2 enemies purſue them ſo fiercely,that Palyon perceined the Per- 
ſians would that day be conquerozs : yst netwithRanzing calling te 
him two Knights; the one named Althelus, the other Preton, whe 
were molt renowned af all the Armenians, he ſaid two them, Jeu 
with me, and let vs once againe repell theſe fainted harte d Perſians : 
With that,thcy thze witha multitude oftherr chicfeft (oldtours, kept 
a head together, and fronted the battell where Perſicles fonght, Palion 
knowing him, with a Lancs roady concht raa at htm, which lighted 
vpon hu Shiely, whore it bur in peces, not oucs piorcang the well 
tenrpersd ſtle. Then both Palion, Alt heſus. and Preton, all at once

Among ohom it was agt e, e generally held bed, 
to ſurpzbze them at vnawares in the midde of heit io: that with 
all ſpae, and as ſpæbil as might bs they detained their Fozces,and 
without the noy.c ofeyther Daum oz Fife, ifſacd the City gates. 
Certaine Pcrſian pres perceiging their intent, poſted ta the Camp, 
and certifled their Generall thereof, who gaue commandement that 
without making any kind of ſuſpicion , they ſhould contirms chera 
mtrth, lo that thereby the Armenians might bs heartned , ts thefr 
owne deErucgion. Montclyon with a company of de⸗ 
par dd out of the Campe, a contrary way to that the Armenians 
came, with intent to get betwirt them and the City, which after - 
wards ſozted to effect. Mhe Armenians thinking to maka a ſudden 


daughter of them, and nothing at all ſaſpening their reavineſſe to 


rsceiue them with carelelſe haſt appzoached þ Campe, with grade 
deftre of conqueſt running bpon their Enemies. Whoun they found 
in ſuch ozperly ſozt, ready to welcome them, that within an houres 
ſpace they wilht themſe lues againe {thin the City Mals: Ta re- 
cite every particular of their Conflict, and with what ferro the bats 
tell coutinned, would dull my wits with confuſton. Pzincipally, 
mp penne (hall barely recite the admirable de bs of the mo honous 
rable of both Armies. Perſicles confidering what (uſt caufe he bad 
and wity what equity he might challenge his right, wzongfully de⸗ 
tained byhis bſarping Fes, bent his Þwozd point with vnrelen-s 
ting Fary,to the deſtruction of his Enemtes, pittying their deaths 
wha dycd by his Þwozd, ayming the ſame rather at Palians owne 
heart, then againf them that wers by conſtraint enfozced to hazary 
their deareſt lines. Mhich when he had col ure d and made dzunks 
with many of their deaths bloud, he at laſt met with Palian , whom 
at the 0: encounter he had ſarely bereft of life, had not dis owns 
Steed by great inisfoztune ſtumbled at a dead body, that interrup« 
ted his eppes, but notwithſtandin his Swozds point by that 
miſchance, uulſing bis tiadt arme, tanne quite thaough dis _ 
2 wi 
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necke, who falling, and Palian with him, both lay groueling on the 
ground, ready to be troden to death. Mulatus being next at hand, 
reſcued Palian, and mounted him on his owne ted, whereby he loft 
his owne life: Foz perſicles with both his hands fetch ſo full a blow 
at his head, that with the ſozce thereof, his Armour yelting ſome 
ſcales thereof, pierced his Bꝛaine, and he dped. Palian foz a while 
contumed Fight with Perſicles: with every blow receiung a da pe 
wound, vntill he felt himſelfe fo vnable to hold out, that he mult ep⸗ 
ther p&ld, dye, oz rety2c : but even then came Golgron foztunately 
ts his ayde, who with him maintained fight again Perſicles: who 
notwithfanding that ods, had neare hand b2ought them both to de · 


* Erucion, had he not eſpyed Deloratus and Corhanes in diltrefſe,who 


were vnequally aſſailed by firs valiant Knights, two of them being 
Alt heſus and Lamdelyon, vnto whem he haſted, gining them (uccour 
by the death of the firft he met. 

While@® the Battell was maintayned in the Foꝛetront by the 
chiefe Commanders of both Armpes , and Montclyon with his re 
ſolned Followers, whoſe hearts were enſpired with ficry courage, to 
bs guarded by ſo valiant a guide was gotten behind them, and began 
ach a maſſacre, that multitudes of a ſudaine were ſlaughtered by 
hisapp2oach, whoſe die ds of valour amazed their (ences , with ſact 
feare, and abated their courage with fach terroz, that like as a flocke 
of fearefull ps, eſpying the appꝛoach of a deuouring Lyan, rannc 
with amazed feare from his pawes : Euen ſo the Armenians fleb 
from the deſtroying hands of Montelyon, Alling the empty apze 
with ſuch diſmall crpes, that the nopſe thereof amazed the hearts of 
the Ronteſf Armenians: Palian and Golgron then turned their 
backes, making haft thitherwardsto know the cauſe, Altheſus and 
Lamdelyon did ths like, while Deloratus ans Perliclos , and the 
reft made ſuch hauoc lle againſt the common Souldiers, that had the 
ficht continued long, the whole Fo2ces of the Armenian Army had 
bene deffroped. 

Palian and Altheſus met Montelyon not knowing him: but ſup- 
poſing it was he had made ſuch laughter amongſt them the laſt 
dap, both aCapledbim : who in his heart rejopced that he had met 
with two ſuch Champions to make tryall of his valour continuing 

{a bzauc a combat agaunft them both, as is net to be deſcribed. By 
this 
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this time the cry beganiie againe on the contrary fide, wiih fuch 
hideous Horſe, that Paliaus heart was atfiightcdtherewith,and deſen⸗ 
ded himſelfe as if a Render yoath ſhould hold encounter egainft a 
ftrong Giant, till both he and Althcius were ſagriencuſlp wounde® 
that it had beens a pittifull ſpeaacls to beheld. Beth being dʒiuon to 
retirs among it their ſcattered Troupes, and with all ths haſte they 
could, to pzenent theit btter ouerſh2ow, to ſound retreat, and with 
all ſpeed haſte vats the City, which could not ds accoonteva rete2e, 
hit rather an avſointe fight: foz it was done with ſuch haſte, as if 
they had beene all amazed, none having the power to teu: and pur - 
ſued by Perliclesand Montelyon , With ſach fury, that thetr one 
hearts relented at their ne hands crue lty, which couered the earth 
with the dead bodyes of their affrichted foes. The day being ſhus 
ended to ths terro2 of the one, and comfo2t of the other : The per · 
ſians retyꝛed as Nidoꝛs, and the Armenians halle mad with griefe, 
and deſpaite within their Mals, not minding ſodonly to iſſue again. 
Perſicles and Deloratus homouring Mentelyon with their kinde 
emd:acings,am the @ouldiers a pplauded their valoucs with reioy- 
cings.Eaery one acco2ding to the pzeſent accaſton bete them(ſolucs 
to their charges ſperiding the time in moze toy and ſecurity , then 
earlt they had done. 
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CHAP. XIIII. 


How the Arwesiau ſent two Knights into Armenia tor ncłe 
ayde, who were met, and one of them taken Pritoner and of 
ot her accidents that befell. 


aArcly the next mozmng , Palian aſſembled hts 
"| Coanceil to determine what ozdcr to take fo 
their ſecurity : which it behoucd them to dos fo3 
that their Fozces were vtterly Bi\conraged , and 
the Country Inhabitants kno\ing their law 
full Bing ts be lining, beganne to reuolt, and de- 
ned to ayde Palian, cyther with mon oz vinaals, 
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that he was conftrained onely to keepe himſelfT 
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D&d to dos it, they were ſo Ericly beſleged by the Perſians. how 
they had well confivered their eſtates, ans the miſery they wets like- 
ly ts fall into, they concluded to ſend tuts Armenia, fs certifts the 
King, which Alt heſus and ons Mutellus two Knights of ox:ading 
valour bndertoks to perfozme the next night» Montelyon, being 
in his Tent, determining to repoſe humſelle, ret (eeliarg ng delle ta 
flape : calling fozthe Chzonicles of the Martes of Antiochus King 
of Aſſyria, and ſpending ſome haures in reading that Villszy, his 
ſwquirs by his commandement being gone to Bed, about the dead 
times of he heard the neighing of a Pozfe, as it ſeemed tu hum 
within the City: again teading and agaiuTaping ts liſten, bis mind 
being ſomewhat treubled, being as yet in his Armour, hs gy2dev his 
Se to his duo, determining to walke ths raund , to \@ how di- 
gentle the Watch was kept : whom he fou fl ping as ſeundiy 
as (fthey had bens in the(r quiet Beds, maraelling mach at ther: 
d2owlineVe, but much moze at their careleſnes , he went frem place 
to place, not minding that night to ſle pe, but himſelfe would watch 
los chem all. De had not long ſtaped, but he ſped twe in Armour, 
with haſty (though ſeftly eps) paſſing thzeugh the Campe on 
fats, whom he little ſaſpected to be any other then of his owne com- 
pany, thinking them to be ſome ſtragiers, that ſæing their fellowes 
in dead ſlæps went to robbe: following as cloſely as he could, he per- 
ceiuing chem to depart the Campe, but maruclling thereat, he dae 
nigher vnto them, entending to knew what they were befoze thoy 
de partes. 

— and Mutellus cſpping one fo follow them, and ſeeing 
themſe lues now without the Campe, parpoſed to lay hold on him, 
with purpoſs to fozce him to declare what the Pc: ſiaus intended to 


- doe: that turning backe ts him, Alt heſus offered to lap hold an him. 


Soft quot h Montelyon, let me firſt know what vou ate? Me ate 
enomtes vnts thee ſayd Althetus, and thcrefoze peild. Tell mes 
quoth he, your names: Altheſus knowing himſelſe to be of great 
valour , and therefoze not to be baknowne of any. Beſides , little 

ing bs would haue reſted them, fold him his name was Al- 
theſus. Then J defic thee quoth Montelyon, Foz J am thine Ene⸗ 
my, and will rather dy: then peeld fo thee. With that Altheſus 


dzeb his @wozd, and ftroke at him. dMonrclyo: dis the like te ve- 
fend

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fend himfelfe : and afferwards they offend dim fo much, that | 


both he and Mutellus had enough to doe to ſaus their owne ſtakes 
and hues. 

Althetus ſteing his valour, deſired to know his name, which 
Montelyon tolde em. Altheſus was much viſquieted therewith : 
and (@ing his companion fallen and faint with effuffon of blond, 
he thus ſald: Knight, at this time I cannot Ray te end the com- 
bad, fo by hazarding myſelfe, J ſhould endanger the lines of many: 
fherefoze farewell vntill moze connenient time te meets tha a- 
gains. Mich that hee turned his backe, and Montelyon Rouped to 
gine his conquered abuerſary bꝛeath, which reuiued Mutellas: but 
ſeeing Alchelus gone, his heart was ready to die with griefe, Mon- _ 
telyon bad him be of comfozt, foz his intent was to vſe him hono-= . 
rably; with that hetping him vp, he ledde him fs his Tent, calling 
vp — to attend him, and dtſarme him, he went pzeſently to 
Perſicles. . 

The next day Montelyon tauſed Mutellus fo be carried befoze 
the Generall, where he declared the canſe of their departure to- 
wards Armenia, which Perſicles was glad to hears of: that by 
this fo:eknowledge he might pzenent the parpoſcd intent of his e⸗ 
nemies : but moſt of all he retoyced and commended Montelyon foz 
this noble act, Which had they not bens diſconered, might haus 
bzought the whole Campe into great diſtreſſe: by this meanes e- 
asrp way growing into fuch lone, and admiration of his vatour, 
vertue and courteſie, that they eſtemed their onely defence and fe- 
licitp conſiſted in his ſafety : that whereſoenerhe went, the eyes of 

multitudes airaptco him, as being delighted ts behold him. Mutel- 
Ins deſired Pc:\icles to appoint his ran'ome, but he committed 
that to Montelion, who after he had honourab ly feaſted him, ſent 
him ranſomslelſ- to the City, Mutellus ſone gat entrance, and de- 
clarev whit misfoztune had befallen him and Altheſus, which 
turnen their concerved hope of comfozt into deſpaire, which had 0- 
uercouic them with feare, had notſome little hope of Altheſus eſcape 
teuued then. 

Thus rem ined they many da pes within the citty,ſs hardly befte- 
ned, that they were out of all hope in getting Uickuals , bub 


were dainen to coteut themſelues ith ſpars dret, ſrantiung — 
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eue ty ſouldler and inhabicant (hoyr allowance, Which they conti- 
nued ltkewile ſo long, expecting fs heare from Armenia, that being 
frufrated, they expeced nothing buf miſerable famins : which cau⸗ 
ſed them late tn the might, to aſemble all chetr old, weake and impo- 
potent men, dnabls ko ſerue, and all womenand eþtlvzen, extept ſome 
few of account, and turnsd them out of the Citty, to the number of 
fixtans thouſand, whole diſtteſſed eſtate Perſicles pittied, cauſing 
them to haus ſuſficiont (ode, themſelves bailded Cadins to defend 
them from the weather. | 

Perſicles ſ&ing the miſerable eſtate his owne Country was in, 
and to what eyfremity his ſubjects wers bzought: by this knowing 
that Palian was not able long ts endure, hut that both h and all 


_ - tyoſe within the Citty, wers roady to be famiſhed, ef whem many 
werte Aſsirians, that wore conſtrained to that ſubjection, whoſe 


aſtate he pittyed, being dnwilling to bes guilty of theyr veffrucion 
hy tHe adaiſe amd connſell oł theſe ha moT eſtiemed, but p;incipally 
of Deloratus and Montelyon, he ſent a Yerauld unto Palian with 
this mellage ; that although he did vntuſt lx vſarps his Crete and 
many othor wayes dons him {nfollerabis iniaries, ret pittying the 
miſerable effate de was like fo bing the Citizens (nfs by his crael- 
ty, he made him this pzoffer, that aotwithRanding he might wozke 
(affictent renenge by his death, whoſe life was now in this mercy, 
he cheuld without inte rruption, with all his Armenians, dane fre 
libertyfo depart oat of Aſſyria. The Herauld with his mellage, 
went dnts the City, declaring the canſe of his comming. Palian 
aTembled his Connfell and returned this anſwere. That what he 
held, was his right by eonqueF, and that wonld hold: ſco:ming ha 
ſhoul»ſend any ſuch pzofer fo him, chat was wel able to defend him⸗ 
ſelfo, and as littls regarded his courteous pꝛoſfet as his malice: Wi 
thing him, rat to tax long, leaft his Fathers comming inflicted a 
greater panihment vpon him then he could eſchew. Perſicſes was 
excedingly vered with his diſdainetull ceply, fearing imey, that 
if ehe Aings fozres were once came, if wauld be a great canſe to 
lengthen the warres, which he earneffly teffred might haue an 
end, that thereby he might haue reſyite to tranall in ſearch of Con- 
ſtantia, fo whom his he irt endured excæ ding ftoxments, that being

(cife, and callung vp Dcloratus, Piſor, Cot hanes and Olimus, and all 
therc& of his chicke Commanders of the Armp, with the cherte of 
tystr ſeuerall Bands, to the numbet of ten thouſand, they (cane mar - 
ched to the City gates, which they found wide open , and beuig en⸗ 
tres, and by ſeustall companies diſpearſt- into enery co2ner of the 
Streets, an a luddenon eaery ſide they gane the Alatum, which 
tung thzough tye City and eares of the Armenuns with ſuch ters 
roar, that like men bereft of their ®ences , they ran vp and dolone 
to their de ceudian. There did Deloratus fil his hands with Naugh- 
ter, and Pilor with ctuelty reuenged his withholden liberty: There 
did Cothanes, Olimus, and many thouſands , colour pale Death wn 
purple Kobes. There did Perſicles tryumph ouer his foes , his con- 
quering wem wozking their deaths, that the City channels ran 
with goare bloud,and their haſty ſteps wersintercepted by the heaps 
of bzrathleile foes: then began ſach an outcry,as would gh - 
ted the ſences of the moſt vaitanc : Old men hiding theur heads in 
ſecret places of their Houſes, the women with their childzen crying» 
wzinging their hands, and ma ning ercxding lamentation : the Sol- 
ders tea dy to de@roy ane another, not knowing whom to offend , 
being ignozant in the oztginail of the ®fratagem. The Counſellozs 
and ſuch as ſate in Seate of Judgement with ſpedy Keppes conuep- 
ing themſo lues to the Caltie , where Palian was, where at they; 
Entrance theß ſaw ſuch ſad @pecacles of hezroz, and dzeadifill wat 
already entted, laping open palCage to death. Mhent Montelyons 
Followers though but few, ſone layd hands on theo: , Nlayung theſe 
thoſe that reſiſted, and encloſing them that ye@lded, Within a tzong

Montelyon by this time had haled Palian from fo2th bis Chamber 
and bound him hand and fot, bzoaght him out of the Cale, inclo- 
ang him in a ftrong Jayle, where many malefacc2s were impaiſs- 
ned, himſelfe ſoz ſafety becomming his Jayloz, And now hawng 
intelligente that Perſicles was A thy Cityz bo bent his W 
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to finds him sat: be the way deflrovirg the Armenians, who in- 
ded tooke him tobe one of their owne company by his Armour : at 
lat he came to the Abbey, wherein the greateft part of the Armeni- 
an Mouldiers lav, in a large ficlv,encompaſed within the wall, wher⸗ 
into Perſicles with ſome thas thonſand Sonldiers were befoze cn- 
fred; making fach laughter as would haue terrified the heart of any 


Monteſyon being alone, thought now oz never to make fryall of 
bis Uatonr : though being. on f@t, ret ruſhing amongſt the thic- 
keft of the Armenians, who ſ@ing dim in that Armoz,rather thought 
he had biene of their Commanders, then an Enemy : who franticks 
with aFright: laughtered them, becanſe they were Now to flay 
their enemies: which when he perceiued, he cryed vato them, UWil- 
laines, traxtozs, cowards, why ſhuu you me:? J am gent Enemy, 
a Perſian, and come ta veffroy you. Notwithltanding his ſp@cþes, 
by reaſon they had no reſpite to conſider what to doe, they ill fed 
from him, not ſo much with thought cf what he was, as with feare 
to como neare him: fo; none came within his com paſſe, but he vy- 
ou, fs that where he fought,their Death tryamphed : and by reaſon of 
thtirflight, his baſty blowes ens ly hurt the Mind, foz ſometimes, 
the y were ſpent in daine. Pericles and Deloratus being nigh, Rad 
and beheld him with admiration, wondzing who it was, that in 
their judgement with ſuch furp fought again himſelfe: vntill he 
eſpyed them, by his ſpisches gining then kinowledge what he war, 
hauing fcund him they dellred to lind, after chozt ſalutations, they 
followed their enemies with cruell de ſtrudion: the bzight day vi(- 
cloſing that nights blowdy ac, which appeared befoze —_= with ſach 
a grimme aſpect, as that it made terroʒ ſms moſt terrible, ſo that 
befoze many houres of the day were ſpent, the Armenians were bt- 
terly defroyed, and amongſt them many Aſlyrians bnknotwne fs be 
Afﬀeicans were alſo ſlaughtered. Perſicles gaue Rrict commandement 
to his ſauldiers, to make diligent (earch the City thꝛonghout, and 
if they fonnd an Armenian, to put him to the Swozy, not ſuffering 
one to eſcape no2 liue. MAhich dene, he commanded the dead Carka(- 
tes in Carts to be carryed out of the City, which were ſo many that 
with much adse they coald perfozme it ina dayes labaur. Mhich 
done, he gane the ſpople of the Armenians Tents and Houſes vnts 
tte 
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the Perſlan Donldiers, and alſo gaue commanndement, that the 
women, chitoꝛen, olde men, and impotent people, ſhoutd be bought 
into the City aud tue one poſicfſe his oume heuſe, wherein he 
dwelt befoze, This being perfozmed foz that day, oꝛder being ta⸗ 
ken foz the wounded, the ſeuldiers enriched with ſpoile, the Citi⸗

Montelyons god perſwalſions was aTwaged : Growing to this 
ConchuCon, a Peace was ratified ſoʒ two tear es, in which time Am- 
baCadours ſhould be ſent to the King of Perſia, and Pacedonia, to 
entreat their ropall alfifance fo make an end of this Contronerfle :;

Montelyon ſo well as he could, conuterfeited the Fryer, deſiring 
to haue a light. My friend quoth Palian, it may difceuer vs. Shall Y 
then, quoth he,marry J know not whom. Lanula ſaid, neuer feare 
to be diſcoue ted, fo2 onmy life, there is none ſaſpecteth it: with that 
ſhe lightcd a e mdle2ſetting it a farre off on the fable. With that be 
ſaid to Praxcntia, this is net Montclion, but ſome wWllapne, that 
hath betrayed peu: and diſconering his face, both knew him.

fty cloudes to behold it. Well may he liue, but foz cuer will he 
be hated, that ſreketh to fulfill his content by ſuch diſhonoured im⸗ 
piety.

By heanen quoth Monte halt is n diſhonroured this 
L ady, and intared him, that thou art not wozthy to line, and were 
it not loʒ offending her ſacred eyes with ſlanghter, ſhe ſhould be hole 
thy maCacre. Mith that he dzew his (wozd. 

Hax god friend, quoth ſhe, ſay the hand. ind&d it will offend 
moe: Thereksze let him goe, and lius ts his diſhoncur and my ſhame: 
fo2 J will not be guilty of his death. And J beſæch the as thou fa- 
gonreft vertue, not to diſcloſe this to any, leaſt hearing it ſpoken by 
others, it pꝛocu re my death, as fo2 him, I thinke ſhains of himſelſe 
will withhold him from blazing his owneand my repzoach : foz Le- 
nula ſhe hath dene me wzong againſt her will. 

Foz my part deare Lady, quoth he, it ſhall never paſſe mp lips, 
whileſt life doth lat, ſoz A ſo much abhozte the fac, that J hate to

Paliaa ſ&ing his pollicy diſcleſed (thengh it was now no time of 


recantations: foz he well perceiued Praxentia abſolutely hated him) 


was ſo onercome,that his ſtœd as a lining creature transfo:med fo a 
ſencelefe picture ; while Praxeutia puld from of het necke a rich 
Jewell which the gaus Montelyon, in conſideration of his paines, 
withdzawing herſeife from their company. 

Palian what with ſhame and griefe went thence in a rage, ready 
torunne madvs, ſpending his time in ſuch anguiſh, fkndyes, plots 
and deuices, which was to winne her Loue, that betoze many 
dapos he became ſo ficks, that all men expected nothing but his 
death. 

Montalyon. cating ef the affection he had entertained, with 
conceit that Palian had dthhonoured her, as he might well ſuppoſe 
by Lanulas ſpe&ches, haſted Perſicles in ſearch of Conſtantia, not

Cure yes e Treumphs, bad delighted the eyes of the behoiders.Per- 
ſicles was armed in blacks armone,with all his ruiturs cozreſpon- 
dent: and Montelyon in anarmour of Eiger, without any deniſe at 
all thersin, with his ted and furnitare as wbife as dn, that by 
their difference, they might eatily bs knowns from all men.

B without the City, and parted from all company, they 
franelleddirecly towards Arabia, fpending arany dapes juurs 
ney withent aduenture, and onerpaſſing the tediouſneCe of ther 
traugile in conferencs of fundzy matters, but eſpecially Perficles 
Conſtantia: that Montelyon might (if hocame in their company vn⸗ 
knowne) the better know her. With tedious franell they arriued 
ina pleaſant Ualley, th;ough the midveſt whereof, ran a moft pica- 
ſanf Riuer, whoſe chʒeſtall ſtreames ran with great ſwiftueSc,wa- 
ching the Peble tones in her bottome ſo clears, that they might ea-

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my name in my Hourtſhing eſtate was called Delatus, my dignity 
the Dukt dome of Ila, which A enjoped many peares in great quiet 
being bath enriched in the guifts of Foztune, and of Nature ; foz in 
vip pauth-J ehanced to ſet my affection en the beauty of Alſala, 
Daughter vato a Gentleman of Antiochia, not foz her poſſeſſions, 
bat foz her beauty, which fur paſſed all the Ladies ot the South parts 
of this Continent. J ſaed long and at laſt attained her conſent, ma⸗ 
ryed her, and baoughther into la, where A liued with her a yeare 
ingreat quiet and content: being within that (pace enriched with 
a Daughter, naming ber Philotheta, inher Infancy chewing that 
moze peates would perfozme in her mozs exquifite beauty, which 
is the Wirgip that eu now trausll in ſearch of. L iuing in this blifle - 
full content, thers chauced a Knight named Amphiador to take 
a vieh ot my fairs Alſalaes beauty, which at the firſt fight pierced

content to diſcontent, foz ballelus loue burſt nts a flame, Wbich be 
was vnable to retraine, that in ſectet ſozt he gave my Alſala know- 
ledge thereof, Which was as delightfull fag her to heare, as it is fos 
one to heare that he hath dune popſon: but notwithftanding, .. her 
mind being endued with courteſte, and her eule with Uertue , in 
kind ſoʒt the repzoued him, wiſhing him not to pzoſeoute any (ach 
matter, fo2 ſhe would neuer peld thereto. KNotwathKanding her 
courtevus denyall bꝛed in him no remozce , but rather a hope of 
comfoꝛt, that continually he followsd his ſute , which bꝛed an exca- 
ding trouble and diſquiet᷑ in her heart, that whereas ſhe was befo;e 
delightfuliy pleaſant, ſhe became oftentimes fo melancholy and ſad 
that A wondzed thereat, but could not learne the cauſe thereof, thin- 
king it had bene rather ſome @icknefſe then paCion of mind. Be- 
ing long in this ſozt- troubled with his loue, che began to deniſe 
how tobe rid et it, but ſo as it might not come to wy knowledge : 
foz vertusus lone made her loth to diſquiet me, relying vpen Am- 
phiadors vertues, the thought by his alliEanceto rid her ſelſe of Pal- 
leſus: and therefoze on a time, being with him alone in ſecret, ſhe 
declared the whole cirtumſt ante of all to him, declaring his counſel!

Af I may quoth he, pꝛeſume ts commſell you, thus would I aduiſe you 
to doe: the King is now ficks,and hath ſent fo many of his nobles to 
come o him: ſay pou likewiſe that you haue receined Letters from 
him,and that you maſt the dapes hence depart totwards the Court:

Amphi - 
ador in the meant ti us went to Palletus, and tuld him that I inten-

troubled with Palleſus lone, whereby he ſought to diſhonour ms 
that was his friend > whichvzeds perſwaſton in her, that toattaine 
that, he ſonght my life, would gigs no credit to him: butreſolnedhe 
would dye, And withinfew dayes apparrelling her ſelfe , her ſer- 
wants, an all yer attendants in mournefull weedes, the departed to⸗ 
wards the Court, crauing juſtice of the King again Palleſus fo; 
murdering me: the King told her the ſhould haus juſtice, Palleſus 
was bzought befoze the King, and there accuſed by Amphiador, hs 
alleadging what falſe accuſations he could, and the other Kill plea- 
ding his #nmocency,, that in the end Amphiador deſlred the King 
togrannt him the Combate againff Palleſus, which ſheuld end the 
doubt of this C ontronerſlie. The King granted it, and appoyn- 
ted a dap fo: the trrall. In which cruell foꝛtune ſo 02dered the ifs 


ſue, that palleſus was ſlaine, and all men accounted him guilty , 


and me dead, poxiding mach honour fs Amphiador , and the King 
ineecompence of his ſuppoſed loyalty to me, and foz that J dy- 
ed:without an hey2e, created him Dake of it, vet reſeruing the 
lining to Alſala, during her life. This being done, Allala returned 

towards 


ſcarce bzeath enough to caumman her Seruants to appzohend him, 
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cawards Il, and Amphyador with her, but wary (a3 (022 Wounded : 11 
whom he had a moſt eſpeciall care, tendzing him as her'ſelfe,foz the 
L due be had ſhowne her in becomming her Champion foz renenge 
of my Death. 

After he had retoueted his Wounds, he continued many dayes 
with her, not ence motioning any Loue to her, ſaming with her to 
mourne foz my loſſe: But as all things by Tims weare out of Ks- 
membzance, ſo did her ſe:row of mee, and the beganne to conceyue 
well of him: Which he perceining, pzoſecuted his Loue with ſuch 
ſuccette, that in the end he mattied her, and euer ſinte bath lined with 
her : Which when Penthraſus detlared vnts me, it attained my 
heart with deadly griefe. Thon I defied him to releaſe we from 
that miſery, Neyther doe J intend to clayme the perſozmance of 
Amphiadors pꝛomiſe, foz that Philothera was Kav2e, Challe, and 
Uertzons : either will I reueale this ſeczet to an but vour ſalle,

cles Ring of Aſſyria: Who ſhall be the firſt Knight that Gall arrine 
in this plate: Neither ſhall that Enchauntment be ended ky any 
but Perſicles Some, begotten of Conſtantia : Foz (d. he) the datt 
ef my Life is neare an end: andatſuch time as Perſicles arriveth 
here (Will him, when he hath baard this repozt) toretarne into a- 
ſiris, to — his Kingdome in Peace : Foz it will be in vaine 
foz him to ſpend his Dapes in franell toRed@eme her, the fimihing 
thereof mult be by his alone Donne. When he had ſpoken theſe 
woꝛds he vaniſhed, appoynting me to a certaine bound which J can⸗ 
not paſſe, noz any vet came into but onely your ſelfe, which allureth 
me that you are Perſicles, and trauell in ſearch ef Conſtantia.

theta, at the ffi lt ſight tine! ver: end ſiring them ſo paſſe by him, 
towards the Eutrance, be ſtep: ter them to \pcake ft; her, when

_ the placs, where he t. They ſudaeyly vaunche d, and he ſtad ſo 


agnased with the light, awd-perplexed with ſuch daube, that he coutd 
not tell what to doe: Sometimes thinking to feliop blulotheta: then 
perſwading himfeife it was but an illuſſen: and thinking to caſt eff 
that donbt,and go fozwards, his minde was poſſeſt with ſuch de ſue 
ta ſæ her againe, that he ſtœd as a man without ſence.

mould neuer returne: yet he fauouring me, bound me there no lon⸗ 


ger then Conſtantia ſhould remaine Inchanted in the Tewer , 
built by Helvon Wzince of Arabia, revealing vnto mee mony ſe⸗ 
crets that J will hereafter diſcover. Not minr drres unce, A 
found my ſelfe freed from this bondage, whetel y he neu that the 
Enchantment was finſched. The fame day the Enchantrelle 
Ha fancuting Ainpliador, ſcing the date of her powcr me 
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to an end, came to this Caſtle, and with her bzought Phy 
not his, but me Daughter, declaring to him my releaſe, with whom 
hee is fled, carrying Philotheta with them, but whether I know 
not: Which I fears me will turne to her groat ſozrow,fog his mino 
is ſo apt to cruelty and miſchiefe,that hecareth not to ad any villas 
nie to ſafisfie dis owne minde.

ledſince his comming into Arabia, who with earneT reſolation de⸗ 
termined to ſpend the date of his life in your ſearch: Froirwhich FX 
diCwaded him; and by my virectons he refurned into Aſſyria * fo3 
the ſeqaell of pour Noleaſement was renealed vnto me by Penthra- 
(us himſelſe: Which none could atchiene but your owne Some, 
which is this Koble might. Nay (ſapd hee) doubt not of this, ſox 
what he revealed, and ̃ haue publiſhed is frne, though it refeth nat 
in mp {nowledge to dilate the circumſtance thereof. They both won⸗ 
dzed at his (peches, and the Knight of the Oracle ſaid; Can I be 
moze foztunate, 02 heare better Newes, oz receine any comfvgt that 
can comfozt my heart moze then this: O Peavens graunt that my 
ioyfull hope may not be fraſtrafed, but that J may be aſſured J' 
am diſcended of ſuch Noble Pare:its : Which map de true, ſoz Co- 
thanes oft times tald me that he found me vpon the ton of a g ouns 
taine, lying in ſwadling claatbes, : not farre from the body ofa Mo⸗ 
man, toꝛne and d iſme nibꝛed by Milde · beaſta, and many Jewels a- 
bout nis: One of wich { h1ne euer ſtuce woꝛne ab out mp Pecke: 
Uhen Conſtantia ſaw it. he knew the fame embating him in der 
arms, and killing hum, BhileT he with h:itimble behaviour did hem res 
erence, I ſhould be qugr-tedious to recyie their joyes, and how

much Delatus and Alſala made of them, who would not ſo leaue 


them, but pꝛomiſed to Trauell with them ints Aſſyria, where they 
ere aſſaredto merte Perſicles : but in ſuch ſozt that none might 
know them, fo; that yet Conſtantia feared her Fathers diſpleaſure. 
They Kayed there but that Night, andearelythe next Pozning be⸗ 
the themſelues to tranell, Rotwithſtanding this iop, the Knight 
of the Oi acle left ſous ſpariies of diſcontent which troubled all his 
fences,and turned his qu iet into diſquyet, which was with remem- 
baance of Philocheta, whoſe miſhap pincht him to the very heart: 


Who likewiſe was got fre from the like di/quiet, fearing neuer to 
ſ@ him againe, little thinking his Name had bene changed, and as 


little thinking it was der that ended the Enchauatment : not onely- 
froubled with this Dilpaire, but alſo vered with llaes dealing, who 
haunting bzought hor to Amphiador, fled, and was neuer ſ@ne of then 
againe. Amphiador being alons with Philorheta, thought it not 
good foz him to diſconer himſelfo, leaſt he thereby ſhould hazard his 
lis : but diſguifing himſelſe and Philothera, he left Arabia, and tra⸗ 
nelled infs Perſia, thinking to liue there vntill his death vadeſcryed. 
And finding out an Þabitation fit foz that purpoſe, be tolde Phylo- 
theta what he perſwading her to abide with him. This 


| infended, 
froubled her very heart, fearing ſome greater miſchiefe would fol- 


low. Which likewiſe accozding to her miſdoubf, fell out: Fo2 now- 
that hes ſaw no meanos to recover his Dignitie, noz attaine other 
Felicity, then fo line in obſcurity, his minde being likewiſe much 
addicted to Licencions defire, began to date on Philotheraes beauty, 
which barft out into a flame, and he teuealed the ſame in this ſozt. 

Philot heta(ſaꝝd he) if you knew what J would ſay, oʒ if you could: 
conceine my meaning without wozds, I would refraine ts ſpeake: 
but ſince there is ns hope fo2 me to liue, without J attaine that J 
deſire, A will vtter ts you the tepth of my god Mill, and the thing 
that I deſire ſo much you ſhould know, which ie, that J loue pon: 
tis J hope cannot be grieuous vnts you : Neither will pou J trust 
denie fo loue me, conſidering how tenderly J hane alwayes regar- 
ved pou. Should J uot (ſaid ſhe. Loue pou) J were to be accounted 
very ingratefull, and vnwozthie to haue found pon ſo kinde, which 
bindeth me to pield vou thanks. Then ſais hee, Let me eniop that 
Loue, foz peur Beauty hath pierced n heart, and nothing but the 
ſwarte thereof, can eaſe me teꝛment: Vere ug may line _— 
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void of dilquyet, enioying each others lone with content, which er⸗ 
ceedcth the pleaſure that moze dignified honour veeldeth. Philothe- 
ta at the firlt knew his meaning, replying with mildueTe, hue her 
heart ſo much diſdained to yeeld to that he defred, that ſhe could 06 
containe her ſelfe, but gaue him this bitter anſwere. Amphiador, 
Doekt thou thinke thy wickeduefe can ouermaſter my UWertus? 93 
doe ſt thou thinke J canlike to heare thy odious (peech, that bewgai- 
eth the.inward rancoursf thy heart? 02 halt thou beheld ſuch loſnes 
in me, that ſhould animate thee to this le t 03 
canſt thou but concepue an opinion that J will veels to thy | 
luſt, which is the fruit of thy ill deniſing heart? No, know.that I ſo 
much abhozre thee,that I chall account the wozſe of m ſelle to haut 
knowne thee, and curſe my craell deſtinies, that hans made me to 
ſe the, and rather will end my life molt deſperately, then ſuffer mp

ſences, to conce ine one god thought of tha. Then leaue off where 
thouhaſt begun, foz thou ſhalt rather fee ms maſſacre my leifs, then

wondꝛed much to heare her name Perſicles, Palian, and Praxentia, 
which ſeuerall names he knew, maruelling who that ſhculd be: bat 
(&ing her ſilent, he dzew neare to her, ſaying : Lady, hearing your 
laments, J could not chuſe but = you : which maketh me — 
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ben to 9 — our company, p2offering my alliſtance to aid 
ron in what J can. Þy friend ſaid Praxentia, againſt mip will you 
1 my oftate, which if you dos pittr, then alſd (uccour ine, 
te A am baought low bx fe much griefe,and weak foz want of ſites 
nance, Kab, ad. ho, n habitation is not far: s bence,whether 4 will 
bun you, where you ſhall not want any thing you will deſire. Be⸗ 
cams thither, they found Philotheta d2owned in teates, the cauie 
wheroof he well knew, buf Praxentia wondzed at it, containing an⸗ 
other inward ſozrow,to ſis ſoſweet a creature in ſuch ſadnes. phy- 
lotheta likewiſe maruelied what ſhe was, hoping by her company to 
recopus ſome comfozt, which might hinder his p2aciſe, 
Ve on the otherlide went fw2th againe to meditate, leaning them 
together, meaning leſls then to pitty either of them, but dc- 
nifing meanes thoyr loues, which he was fully reſol- 


toattaꝑne 
mots entoy, though the dards were neuer fo wicked, and the meanes 
nner (@ hainous. Praxentia haning well refrcſht her ſelfe with ſuch 
god fad as ſhe had receined, demaunded Philothetaes cauſe of ſoz⸗ 
row. Aye me, ſaid ſhe, none ſo miſerable as J, this Tpꝛant that 


bought you hither, is my Father in law, whoſe minde is ſo wicked 
that he attempteth to win me to his luſt, which addeth much \o2row 
to my heart, as I am wearie of my life: my name is Philothera,

02 what wicked pzefence dzines th 
hether at ſuch vnſeaſonable time, e in ſuch auvacions ſozt to 
me? neither intending your diſhonour, noz under ofher 
then vertuous, came your poze ſeraant Amphiador info your 
ſence, but onely with thankefulnes, to make manifeſt vnto you 
hearts true affection: therfoze J beſesch you ſhun me not, noz 
me not, fo my heart will ſoner ſee it ſelfe toꝛns in pieces, then think 
a thought to w:ong your wozthines : would J be ſo madde as fruff 
thee, ſaio ſhe, thou mighteſt well repute me foz immode®, and well 
might J blame my ſelle if à ſuſtapned wzong: therfoze foz this tima 
J vall leauc thee. 

With that the made fait the doe, and haſted to Philothetaes 
lodging, knocking verphaſtiip, withall calling aloud Philerhera, 
Philotheta, let me in, that ſhe being a :epe,was halfe amazed with 
the noyſe, not daring at the firſt oz ſetend call to open the doze :. 
but when the perce pued it was a womans vopee,ſhc opened the dvze, 
which was no {wnec open, but Praventia ſept in, defiring to maks 
faſt the ſame againe. hich done, feare made Praxentia ſo mute, 
that vntill the had reauriedher mne moꝛziall ſences to theyz pzoper 
vſe, ſhe could not ſpeake a wozd.

to my fences, and p:eſsrue my life, aud what(oeuer you ſhall demaund 
me in recompence thereof, J will petfoꝛme, | 

Pan ſuch ſpasches he vſed, and ſhe counterfeifed many faiut de⸗ 
nials, which pet was infermingled with ſuch hope, that he percey- 
uod the would peld : and therefoze h the moze earneſtly intreated, 
vowed, ſwsoze, and pzoteffed fo winne her conſent, which at laſt ac 
eazding to her appopntment, ſhe graunted, but with ſuch conditions 
as furthered the purpoſe of their intended renenge., Me ioykull thers⸗ 
of left her, and ſhe went fo Philotheta declating euety cir cum ſtance, 
how ſhe had dealt with him.

Montelyon likewiſe got him to Philotheta, telling per, that 
he had ſo pʒeuailed with Delfurno, that he had gotten his Signet, 
ns their warrant to paſſe thzongh the Campe, entreating her to bee 
in a readinelle to goe with him, deſiring her to feare no daunger, 
fo; his life ould thieldher, She granted togoe with him, defiring 
him to Tay there, vntill the time appoynted which her perfoꝛmed, 
palling the time in pꝛiuate conference with her, to both their li⸗ 
kings. Che time being come, and all things ſilent, Monte!yon armed 
Himkſelfe,leading Philochera out of the Court,paſſing all the guards; 
watches, andgarrifons, by ſhewing the Emperouts Signet, and 
comming where the Souldiers lap, thcy likewiſe let him goe, vntill 
they were without the Citie gates. Montelyon hauing without 
daunger effected this, turned his ſteppes directly towards his owne 
City, Which was not farre off, and therefoze with eaſc they gate thi⸗ 
ther. Being come to the Citie gates, the watch eſpping them, deman⸗ 
ded who was there. Montelyon bad them come downe and ſt : they 
came downe and foke them in, beginning to examine chem : bat 
Montelyon diſconered himſelfe as loath to ſtaꝝ there, yet commans 
ding them to conceale it, and fo carry him as a pziſoner fo Delatus 
which they perfozmed, where they knocked, and were let in. Dclatus 
and Alſala knowing him, did him humble renerence, reiopcing in 
their hearts fs ſ@ him ſo fafely returned. Bat Montelyon vnuailing 
Philotheta, Alſala pꝛeſently knew her, with teares of toy wclcoms 
ming her, whileft the old Duke melted with paſſion to behold his 
Daughter, whom from her infancy he had not ſene : embꝛacing her 
in his armes, and a thouſand times kiſſing her tender cheeke, Theſe 
embꝛacings being paſt, Montelyon ſayd, Lady, fince rot art now 
in ſafety with your parents, my pꝛomiſe is petTo2med, deſiring por 
to haue regard to the paſſions J endure, which time will no! now 
permit me to vtter, but leaue to your courteous conſideration : ther⸗ 
foze I beſech you in mine abſence, let my loyalty be regarded, end 
your gentle heart willing to pitty me. Which ſaid, with a ſccond 
kiſſe he left her, to ſubmit himſelfe to his patents. 
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Ot the diſcord that betell berwixt the Emperour of A/maigze, the 
, Emperour of Macedonia, and the King of Armenia, about bi- 
lot hetges departure. Of a merry ieſt that befellthe two Ladyes. 
And of the deſolation of the Armenian Hoaſt. ä 


* the Emperonr chuſing vnto him ſome few truffy Knights 
that he meant ſhoutd coauay Phylotheta into Almaigne, (ecretly 
went unto. Bernards Cell, where he ſhzowded hunſelſs. under a 
tuft of Cipꝛeſſe tries, taying the comming of Phylotheta,but it was 
an houre befoze any came, and the frif was the Nu. of Macedonia, 
who attended by one Gentleman, came towards the Cell , whom 
when Dclturno beheld, he alone ſtept vnto her, ſaping- Pe deare 
Phitorhera, Jam ſozry that foz my ſake you ſhould take ſuch paines 
as at this vaſeaſonable time to be abzoad, foz which I tei. dex all the 
thanks that a conſtant heart can. She heating that, taking him to 
be her Lo2d, yelded him many thanks, purpoſing ta try the: vtter- 
maſt concluſion , befoze He tcucaled her ſelſe ſaying 2: Þad I not aſ⸗ 
ſured my ſeite of pour Loue, J would not haue come hitver : but be⸗ 
ing here, I reft at pour diſpoſition.: Delfurno then embzaced her oft 
times kuling her; and being of a quicke conteit, pzeſently bethought 


bimſcife1\ſhe would condiſcend, to call up the Fryer and be married.. 


Lady (qu. he) ſinte pou haue venchſafed to grant me Lone,cnrich me. 
alſo with poſſeſſion, which the moze lawfully to etea, we will bs 
marryed by Frper Bernard. My L. replyed ſhe, I am contented:then 
did he tall at the F2yers Cell, who ariſing, Delfurno taking him a⸗ 


ſide, told him what he was, and the cauſe cf his camming : who hea⸗ 


ring that, pzeſently iopned their hands. Delturno then purpoſed not 
to conuey her thence, but returne to the Campe, which de - perfoz- 
med. They were no ſoner gone, but the A. of Macedonia commeth 
to the Cell, and ere he could turne him about, the Q. of Armenia,ac- 
toꝛding to Montelyous ditedions, came thither. The King himſelfe 
takin@herfoz Philotheta, at the fixſt meting embzaced her with 
aſwe!t Congee, vttering many ſpeches to the ſetting fazth of his 
loc, which ſhe anſwered as kindly,that he grew ſo bold, as he would 
haue had pzeſent poſefſton of her loue;, but ſhe denyed that, allead- 
ging that. he had a Zune, — his Loue ta het, _ 
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loks her death. Feare not that, deare Kone, qd. he, oz ete loug I 
means to maks her (are enough foz euer troubling ef pou, theretoʒe 
deny me not, bat yeild me the fruition of thy lous, J will not, qv, the 
without farther aCarance, foz my mind pzeſageth ſome ill. Mere is, 
qd. he, a Fryer hard by, will you conſent that he hall marry vs: Lo 
that he agreed, and he called vp the Fryer the ſecond time, who 
much marue'ling thereat, deman-ed the cauſe of his comming. Fry- 
et, quoth he, the cauſe of my comu.ing i. to be martꝑod to this Lady, 
therefozz A pzay thee doe it without cela. The Fryer thinking that 
ſome mad ip:rits were abzoad, 02 that ſome franticke dzcame had 
ouercome dis (ences , without asking any mozc queſtions marrycd 
them, and lent them away. The K:ng of Macedonia, carryed her in- 
to his Zentin the eld, foz that he durft rot goe fo the Pallace, ſoz 
feate of his wife, where he taped with her all night. 

Laſt of all the K.of Armenia, pzemcditating whatſpeches to vie 
to ſet fozth his lone, reſting him ie lle vpona banks ſide, hard by Ber- 
nards Cell, taying their comming the ſpace of an h; ure, with great 
patience, but when an houre was paſt e then anothet, c a third neare 
ended, he wared impatient, frai ing to be diſappointed , but ſe ing 
they came not, at laſt he misdeubted he had miſtaken the time, and 
{aped to long, that being much treubled he knocht at Berrards 
Cell, who ſtarted from his Bed, as one affrighted, wondzing what 
Accident had dzinen ſo many to his Cell that night. And com.ning to 
the doe, the N. of Armenia demande, if there had bin a Lady that 
night. Pes, ad- hz, here hath bin two, but what they were J know 
not. It was aſſurcdly Pn lot heta, and with her Del fur no, to whom 
AF marrped her: but what the other two were J nnow net: The ning 
hearing that, in a rage ran backe to the R. of Macedoniaes ten, de ſi⸗ 
ring to ſycake with him, the Guard knowing him, let him in, and he 
fanding by his beas de, ſayd. Bzother of Macedon, the lady whom 
we determined tomarry to Delturno is this Pight ſied, and ſoz that 
d&d we ſhall loc hisfiicudHip foʒ ever. The R. of Macedonia teas 
ting that, av as cne hale amazed, nat knowing what to ſap, andthe 
Q. hearing ber husband there. whom Ge thought ſhe bad embza⸗ 
ted, trembled with ſeare. The B. of Mace onia ſa ing there was 10 
remedp, but that his dæd mut of neceility be diſcoucred,ſayd, E ing of 
Arinenia, it is ſo, & haue Pl. lor heta in my cuſtody, and her J will 
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Armenia, the life hall not ſatisfie t the diſhonour thon halt dene vs. 
With that he dzew his \wozd, and he ſtarting from his bed to teach 
his to defend himſelfe,in wyich tune the . ol Armenia tatcting held 
on her as ſhe lap, dzew her fo2th into the floze, where beholding her 
he was then much moze enraged, being ready to kill her, tut that 
the Ik. of Macedonia pꝛeuented him: wis likewiſe ſ&ing her, to 
as cne ama$ed, whileC the haſted to apparcll her ſelte, and ranfrom 
thence vnto the Pallace. The King of Armeaia vowing reuenge, 
went from the Macedonian Tent , and pzeſcutiy cauſed hit Dum 
to ſtrike vp alarum and commanded his Souldters to deſti op the 
M. cedonians, whoarcozding ta hi: command , ſuddenje ſet vpon 
them, that there began an excæding laughter amongſt them. The 
Emperoꝛ hauing ne wes thereof, ſuppoſing the cauie had bin faz the 
loſſe of hy lot heta, commanded 2. of bis An.ghts to go vnto eyther 
of them, and dcſtre them to be pacified vatill they had diſtogeres 
their griefes ts him, which he could eadlp remedy, if not he would 
become a friend to one of them. The Þellcngers found them both 
together in ſingle tombat, 3 deliue ted their Meiſage, but it was long 
befoze epth2r of them would goe to him, pet at laſt they went both: 
To whom Delfurnoſayd; y Lozds, I beluue rour ſtrife ariſeth 
from the loſſe of Philotheta, if that be the canſe contend no longer, 
fo; as you were both willing J Gould cnjep her, fo I haue this night 
bad polleſlion cf her loue, being lawfally married vnto me at Ber- 
nards Cell. The King of Armenia what with rage and jealouſie, 
not well knowing what he did, dꝛew the Curtaines, and diſcouered 
their viewes, the Quane of Macedonia, who ſceing der Mondur (6 
betraped, lay quite bereft of ſence, but comming againe te her ſelfe 
Nc cryed out foz pardon, alleadgiug ſhe was betrayed : but there was 
now no time of parlep, foz all of tłkem were enraged, and as well 
Delturno as the reſt, betake thmiſelnes to Armes. But the Querie 
of Macedonia humbling her ſelfe at ber hasbands fœt. ſapd: Bott 
pou, my ſelle, and all of vs are deceincd: Honorius reſternight de⸗ 
clared vnto me, that you intended p2iutly fo carry PI, lotheta from 
hence. J requeſted him to counll me bow to pʒeuent pou, whereup- 
cn he told me, that you had appointed to mt with bim and her at 
Bcrnaxds Cell, and koꝛ hes Paſſe he had recciued your Ugnet, which 
fit mpvirneſt intreaty he delinered me, J thinking to ſurpgize pou 
there, came thitber, where the * as J now percezue met 
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me whom 4 toe to be your ſelſe, am he taking me to be Philotheta, 
that went to Bernards Cell. till concealed my ſelf, thinking I had 
not effended,but now I ſe J am betrayed. Lady qd. he, J willingly 
pardon this fault, hauing committed the fame with the Q. of Arme- 
nia, Ein the ſame manner deteined by Honorius. The Emp.hearing 
that, ſent a Pellenger to (& if Philotheta were in the Court, but he 


returned. Newes, that both the and Honorius were not to be found, 


Che ©mperour then ſad, that Knight hath veceined vs all, there- 
foze let v.- be friends. Confented qd-the King of Macedonia. By hea⸗ 
nen qd. the King of Armenia, J will not beare this diſhononr, but be 


. renenged to the full, and cauſe the repent that euer thcu offeredft 


ſuch diſhonour to Armenia. The R. of Macedonia could not bzooke 
his wozds,but in a rage made this reply. I know, qd. he, thou art a 
teꝛant, and regardeſt not the latves humaine noz diuine, as may be 
ſene by the vniull title thou layeT@ to the Crowne of Aſſyria, which is 
fozged, and were it not to tenenge my Daughters diihonoz © Sons 
death, J would not gane offered armes againſt that wozthy King. 
Therefoze ſince thou art ſo peremptozy,dothy wozft, ſoꝛ I regardthee 
not. The R. of Armenia went fcom thence ſetting vpon the Mace- 
donians. And the R. of Macedonia fo;ſakehis Tents to defend him- 
ſetfe. The Emp · pzeſently commanded his Fozces to march fozth of 


the City. 

CHAP. XLVI. | 
How the Knight of the Oracle and Perſicles, ſuddenly iſſuing out 
deſtroyed the whole Armenian Hoaſt. 


Ontelyon knowing that ſome ſtratageme would follew his 
laſt nights policie, after he had ſubmitted himſelte to his Þa- 
rents and the Emperoꝛ, he armed himleife in the armour which was 
giuen him by the Heſperian Nymphe, t pꝛeſentliy inoun'cd himſelle 
leading his ſixe ty thouſand Souldit r fo th of the City, which like⸗ 
wiſe he perfe2med befeꝛe the @mycroz 52 Perſicles heard thereof: 
who at laſt beirg certiſied, ſent fo2 him to know the cauſe : this night 
qd he, hall we ſurpaizeonr Cnemtes, cho arc now together by the 
eares within themſelues. Perſicles thercupon armed himſelfe, and 
Deloratus, Piſor, Cothanes, & many othe' nights of great fame 
marching thitkerweards, where they heard ſuch c:r:ell alarums, as 
thꝛugh the City had bin vtterlp deſtroped. And being come neers the 
City 
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City, they beheld the Emperoz in the ſleld, to whom Pericles ſent a 
Herald, toceitiffe him that Perficles was neuer foe to the Almaigng 
and therefoze ſent to know if Delturno had any quairel again him. 
Delturno returned anſwer , that he was neuer Fce to Perficles« 
Montelyon was the firſt that entredthe City, and ici vpon his Ene- 
mies with ſuch fury, that many of them loft their lines, and the day 
beingiight, difconered ſuch a crueliflaughter as exe hath not beheld. 
Che R. of Armenia and Macedonia were then in crucH cunbattoges 
ther, detwixt whom, Montelyon Rept, ſaping: Striue not to deftrop 
one another, but defend your ſelues,fo2 J am come to doe that. They 
knowyng him to be the Knight of the Oracle, were ſo ama ed, as il 
ther had bene ſurpꝛiſed with a ſudden trance, running ſeue tal wayes' 
to call backe their Souldiers from deſtroying one another, to defcnd 
themſelues: but befozo they could ſet themſe lues in any god 62per,the 
Aſſyrians were (ointermingled amougl them, that b:foze they were 
aware they loſt their liues.Palian ſa ing themſc luet (ocnertaker, pers 
teiueait was in vaine to ſtriue fo2 via, ſole fozth of tte City to 
Delfurno, infreating him not tofozſake them : but he know ing diſ⸗ 
aduantage had ſeized on them, refuſed, letting him returne without 
comfozt,+ entring into the City,he found his father grienonfly worm - 
ded and ready to y&ld to Montelyons ſwozd, at Whom he ran with 
ſuch fury,that he wounded him in the thigh : Montelyon feing that 
and knowing him, let dꝛiue at him with great courage,t tentinted tũ⸗ 
bat againft him, whilef the K. of Armenia began to withdꝛaw him⸗ 
ſeife, Montelyon ſeing that, ſcrœke ſo fozcible a blow at Palian, that 
he aſtonicht him, and with that euertoke the Ring, at the firſt blow 
cutting in ſunder his w2ilt which had loſt his Gaunt let, at the next 
thzuſting his Dwozd quite thzough his body. Palian by ttis recour 
red himſelfe, t lo king about him, veheld his fathers trage dy, apming 
himſelfe to reuenge. Montelyon ſeeing him comming welcomed him 
with ſo cruell a blow, that his Armour flew in pietes. Palian would 
haue done the like, had not Montelyons Armour biene of vnwonted 
ſtrength. But in the end he fled, finding himfclfe tw weake to 1efift 
him. Perſicles and Deloratus all this while ranged vp and delrne, 
deſtroping ſuch as they met, vntill at laſt they ent: untred the Ring 
of Macedonia, and his two ſons, accompanied with 4. other Knights 
of Mice donia that made exce ding llanghter where they went. Per- 
ſicles ran abthe Ning, and in the 3 onerthzew him, * — 
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ſept to his refcue, and with an tnluck blow wounded 


| et then began an vnequall combat betwixc them 


My fixe ſet upon Perſicles aud Deloratus, who cantumed & om⸗ 
agaialt them by the ſpace of an houre, till both ſides were gtie⸗ 
nouſly wannded, eſpecially Pcrſicies ( Deloratus had bled ſo wuch, 
that they were ready to faint. . Monteiyon came melt fugtunately to 
their reſcue, who eſpying his Father and Deloratus in (ach Dang r, 
was ſo intaged, that he tan at ene of them with ſuch fozce,that h. fl. w 
bim, and within few blobs, left another bereft of ence,and offending 
a third with ſuch paiCaut viowzs, that he could not tell, whethc pe 
might tay oz run away. An other ſ@ing that, joyned humſe lie in 
camhat᷑ with him, continuing it but a ſhoet ſpace, fo; he wasſone ſo 
ſoze wounded, chat ye was not able torefiltPcriic:es veing (028 wouns 
ded befoze , vet (0 valtantly brhaued bimſelfe, that one of them lay 
dead at his fat,and the other fled from Monteiyun : then began a de⸗ 
ſolation in the Poaft .foz the Armenians cryed ile, le, and the ether 
kull,that of a ſuoden the maſſacre. was ſs hote, that the Chancls of the 
City, began to run with bioad, and none could hardly ride oz paſſe on 
tiv t fo; dead carkafſes. Then began the Citizens to run on heapes, 
the two Qusrnes betoke thetaſelues to flight with Praxentia , but 
were taken by Piſor. Palian was taken pziioner by Deloratus, and 
the King of Macedonia, aus his two ſennes byPerſicles and Montely- 
on. The ſouldiers that were left fled fozth of the City and hid them 
(clues in the fields, and the Citizens, ſo manꝝ as could eſcape the 
ſwozd, vpon their knesmtreated Perſicles to ſpare their liues, who. 
pelved vpon condition they would pay to cuery common Souldter a 
100, Crouns and to every Leader 500. which tbey perfozmed. Per- 
ſicles then ſounded retreat, and dꝛe his Fozces out of the City, ap⸗ 
pointing Gatiſaus to keep the ſame to his vſe.Delfur no at his return 
met him, and oſfered to tonclude a league of amitp with him, which 
be kindly atcepted, riding together tothe City of Piſos, where ther 
were teteiued with orcedrng top, eſpecially Montelyon to whom all 
men attributed the glozp of that vicozy- 

After this vid atchieued, to the great and ext ding applaud 
of Montelyon. Perſicles cauſeb all the dead bodpes to be turred, 
thoie that vœlden to be pardoned, the mapmed to bee carryed to 
He 'pitals to be cured, and euerp Sculsier ta be font atway tvcll re- 
warded, and highly cantented. And within few dapes afger the Em⸗ 
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perours of Perſia ant Al maigne, Perſicles, Deloratus, and all the 
Nobles there, except Pztioaers, aſſemrled to finiſh ihe Cantluuuon 
of tyts Ccatronerfie, fo2 that the King of Macedonia haites his res 
leaſement, When being all ſet in a meft royall and majefticatl ſu;f 
tye places neare ta that topall afſembly being glozioufly furmſhcd 
mitt the beauties of ſhining Ladres, the Paiſoners were tzrught in 
hanout able ſozf, and alter many allygations of w2angs » ther by 


a genertall conſent deũred Montelyonts appoint theit tanſome, at- 


tributing the glozy of that viaozy to him, and therefoze 1onc but he 
to haue the diſpukkng cf the Pu oners ranſeme, with that vulwoated 
grauity, wiſedome, and de cent tehauicur ra let them thanks, as 


was (elvome to be ſcene in a knight ſo pong. u ſt, with-hencuras - 


ble ccurteſie embzacing the A. of Macedonia, recenaling him to yis 
QAumne and the reff, who had taken cence byhim, ſetting all fre at 
iiverty, but Palian and Praxentia, impoſing this fagke vpon them, 
Palian to marry Praxentia , and the ts acquit him of the wzong- 
full accuſation ſhe had layd vpon him, which the pzeſently perfozmed, 
ret vtterly denying to marry with Palian. Then the Emperours of 
Perſia, Almaigne, and Perſicles, defirng to honour Montelyon, te 


fired, foz that abous all men in the wozld they honoured him, as h 
had beft deſerued. Montelyon dellring nothing moze then Phylothe- 
taes loue, pzeſently ſept to the ſeat where Phylochera ſate like an 
Angell ſhining aboue all the reff, and taking her by the hand, he ſayy; 
Fay28 K ady, dee you agr that what'oeuer J demand, I ſhall obs 
taine. pa, ſayd ſhe, J pexld, as aboue all the reſt bound to honour 
pon, as one moſt vnws;thy, vet haning receiued moſt: Then he lea⸗ 
ding her downe with greater royalty then ener Paris did He en, res 
quired to be marriid vato her, which was applauded with ſo gene- 
rall a conſent, that not the blunteſt heart in that aſſembly, but di) 
leaps with excæ ding ioy. Not a ſeule diſcoutented, none di quieted, 
bat all reiopcing, ſome commending, * ſoms embzating, andenerp 
one deſirous fo hew their loue to him · The bay of tne martiage 
appointed, and likewiſe perfozmed with moze Royalty, Joy and 
Pleaſure, then can bs ex pzeſt. 
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
